One trustee of the Merriam fund a the silent poor for a term 
of three years, 

One park commissioner for a term of three years, 

One cemetery commissioner for a term of three years, 

One cemetery commissioner for a term of one year, 

One member of the board of health for a term of three years, 

Seven measurers of wood and bark, 
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Three surveyors of lumber, 

Three fence viewers, 

A pound keeper, 

Three field drivers, 

Eight constables, and 

A tree warden. 

Also to vote ‘“Yes”’ or ‘‘No”’ in answer to the question “‘Shall 
licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
town?”’

The Selectmen have the honor to submit the following report 
for the fiscal vear ending December 31, 1916:— 


The Board organized at a special meeting held March 27, 1916, 
by the choice of Mr. Alfred L. Cutting as Chairman and Mr. 
B. L. Young as Secretary. Stated meetings have been held on 
the second Monday of each month, due notice thereof having 
been given. During the year 1916 the Board held twenty formal 
meetings and has conducted three public hearings; members of 
the Board have also held numerous conferences with the Town 
Improvement Committee and with County and State officials, 
and have attended hearings before Legislative Committees of the 
Great and General Court.

The Board has made the usual appointment under the provi- 
sions of the Revised Laws of the Commonwealth. A list of these 
appointments will be found under the heading, ‘‘Officers of the 
Town of Weston, 1916,” on pages 3 to 7 of this volume.

Street Lighting. 


The 1916 appropriation for street lighting was $6,400; the 
actual expense was $6,195.76. The lights under the present con- 
tract are kept burning until 12.30 o’clock a.M., except on those 
nights when the moon is shining. The estimated expense on the 
present schedule for the ensuing year is $6,054.89. Experience 
has shown that this dark-hour schedule is not entirely satisfac- 
tory, and that many of the streets are kept dark by the trees in 
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summer-time. The Selectmen, therefore, recommend that the 
schedule be changed, and that the street lights be kept lighted 
hereafter until 12.380 o’clock a.m. every night without regard to 
the moon. The increase in estimated expense is $798.58, and 
the total cost of street lights for the ensuing year on the proposed 
basis is estimated at $6,853.47. A special article has been in- 
serted in the Warrant in order that the Town may pass on this 
question, and if the recommendation of the Selectmen is adopted, 
an appropriation should be made amounting to $7,000. The 
additional balance over the estimate is desired in order to take 
care of necessary expenses in connection with instalment and 
maintenance of street lights on the new bridge over the Charles 
River, the exact cost of which has not as yet been determined. 


Bridge Over Charles River. 


The new bridge constructed by the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission under the provisions of Chapter 358 of the Special Acts 
of 1915 has now been practically completed. The bridge is of 
reinforced concrete with a 40-foot roadway and a 10-foot side- 
walk on each side. We believe that the Town is to be congrat- 
ulated on the completion of this much needed improvement. 


Highways. 


The Selectmen urge that the Town give careful consideration 
to the report of the Superintendent of Streets. The following 
extract from the report of the Middlesex County Commissioners 
for 1916 shows the existing situation with regard to the proposed 
relocation of Newton Street. 

(431) This petition asks for the relocation of Newton Street 
from South Avenue to Wellesley Street. Necessary hearings have 
been held, and a plan made to study the questions involved. This 
road receives a very heavy traffic because it forms a link between 
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Commonwealth Avenue, Newton, South Avenue, Weston, and 
the state highway through the centre of Weston, leading west to 
Marlborough, Worcester, Springfield, and New York. The old 
location is 35 feet in width, and a good road has been maintained 
by the Town within these limits, but the turns are somewhat 
abrupt, and there is no adequate place for foot passengers. Plans 
have been prepared for a location 50 feet in width, with some 
improvement at the curves to make them more gradual. At the 
junction of Wellesley Street a special study was made as to 
changes on the Case property. Return is to be made when the 
whole matter has been worked out. 


Town Hall Bonds. 


At the special meeting held February 15, 1916, the Town au- 
thorized the issue of $75,000 of bonds in denominations of $1,000 
each due March 1, 1916, payable $4,000 March 1, 1917-1931 and 
$3,000 March 1, 1932-1936. The Town Treasurer and the Select- 
men arranged that these bonds as issued should bear interest at 
4 per cent., and that principal and interest should be payable at 
the Old Colony Trust Co., Boston. The Town Treasurer re- 
quested bids and they were opened at a special meeting of the 
Selectmen held June 30, 1916. The bids were as follows:—

Voted: That the bonds be and hereby are awarded and sold to 
Merrill, Oldham & Company at 101.77 and accrued interest. 

The excellent financial standing of the Town of Weston was 
proved by the lively demand for these bonds and by the excellent 
figure which the Town obtained. 


Town Improvement Plan. 


The Selectmen recommend a careful reading of the report of 
the Town Improvement Committee. The Town-hall is rapidly 
approaching completion, and will probably be ready for occu- 
pancy in May, and the Town should feel indebted to the mem- 
bers of the Committee for their faithful and efficient work. Par- 
ticularly the Town is indebted to Horace 8. Sears, Esq., who, 
in addition to his generous gift of $20,000 toward the construc- 
tion of the building, has offered to donate to the Town the neces- 
sary electric light fixtures for the whole building and the seats 
for the main auditorium. This generous offer will take care of 
the necessary furniture for the main hall; but additional furniture 
will be needed for office rooms. Until the building is used, the 
exact cost of such furniture cannot be determined. The Select- 
men ask authority, however, to expend not more than $1,000 
for the purchase of such furniture as may be necessary, this sum 
to be taken from the unexpended balance of Town Common 
appropriation. 

During the summer of 1916 it became necessary to install a 
permanent line of water pipe to the new Town-hall, at a total 
cost of $1,129.93. The Selectmen and the Weston Water Com- 
pany have informally agreed that this expense shall be divided 
equally between the Town and the Company, and a vote will be 
offered at Town Meeting authorizing an expenditure on this 
account of $565, this sum to be taken from the said unexpended 
balance. 

During the past year no development of the Town Common 
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itself has been attempted. The Selectmen believe that during 
the coming year the land immediately surrounding the new hall 
should be improved and developed, including the construction 
of driveways and approaches, with ample parking facilities for 
automobiles and other vehicles. Until the land damage suits are 
all disposed of, no definite arrangements can be made for the 
removal of the old buildings. The Town appropriated in 1913 
$50,000 for “Town Common.’ This appropriation has been 
drawn upon in settlements, some in full and some partial, of the 
land damage cases, for legal, engineering, and other expenses, and 
for the construction of the new highway. The unexpended bal- 
ance of this appropriation now amounts to $15,021.70. The 
Selectmen recommend that an additional appropriation of 
$20,000 be made at the annual Town Meeting, and that this sum 
of $35,021.70 be expended by the Park Commissioners with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen in settlement of the land 
damage cases or payment of judgments if the cases go to court, 
for all expenses in connection therewith, for the improvement and 
development of the Town Hall lot, and for such other develop- 
ment of the Town Common plan as may be intrusted to their 
discretion by the Town. 


Town Finances. 


The regular appropriations recommended amount to $119,730. 
Great care has been taken in making up this budget, and the 
Selectmen strongly urge that no appropriations be made except 
as recommended. 

The outstanding debt of the Town on January 1, 1917, was 
$88,000, $5,000 of this amount coming due March 1, 1917. A 
cash surplus of unappropriated funds in the Town treasury on 
January 1, 1917, amounted to $65,139.64, due in part to unex- 
pectedly large December assessments and in part to the conserva- 
tive financial programme adopted by the Town in 1916. The 
Selectmen believe that a considerable appropriation should be 
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made from this surplus for the purpose of retiring a portion of the 
Town debt, and suitable votes for that purpose will be presented 
to the Town at the meeting. The adoption of an Income Tax 
system by the Commonwealth with the uncertainty of its effect 
upon Weston, makes it very important for the Town to adopt 
a sound and conservative financial policy. 


Articles in Warrant. 


Articles 7 and 8 have been inserted in the Warrant at the re- 
quest of citizens of the Town.

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PRELIMINARY REPORT OF THE TOWN 
IMPROVEMENT COMMITTEE. 


This committee was appointed by vote of the town at town 
meeting duly held February 15, 1916, in accordance with the 
following vote :— 

Voted: That a committee of five persons be appointed by the Moderator, 
to be known as the Town Improvement Committee, with authority to fill 
vacancies in its membership, with full power to act for the town in connection 
with the construction and equipment and furnishing of the proposed new town 
hall, substantially in accordance with the plans and specifications submitted 
to this meeting, and to expend the sum of Seventy-five Thousand Dollars 
($75,000) appropriated for such purpose together with the private subscrip- 
tion of Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) offered to, and accepted by, 
the town and to make in the name and behalf of the town any contracts which 
in the opinion of said committee are necessary or proper in the premises. 
Said committee shall have authority in its discretion to modify such plans 
and specifications and to take such action in all matters connected with said 
new town hall as it may deem to be for the best interests of the town. 


Horace 8. Sears, David W. Lane, B. H. Dickson, Jr., B. L. 
Young, and Frank W. Knowlton were appointed by the Moder- 
ator. The committee was organized at a meeting held February 
18, 1916, by the election of Horace 8S. Sears as chairman and 
Frank W. Knowlton as secretary. 

After consultations by various members of the committee with 
architects, engineers, and public authorities, modifications to 
meet helpful criticisms which had been offered were made in the 
plans as presented to the town previous to the town meeting of 
1916. No substantial changes were made in the general plans 
of the building, but a rearrangement of the plans to provide an 
independent and adequate ladies’ dressing-room and an adequate 
kitchen and serving-room in the smaller hall and a redrafting of 
the heating and ventilating plans were voted by the committee 
upon recommendation of the architects and engineers. On 
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March 1, 1916, it was voted that Bigelow & Wadsworth, archi- 
tects, should invite bids for the construction of the Town Hall 
and for all incidental work with the exception of the heating and 
ventilating. A selected list of bidders whose past work and stand- 
ing were satisfactory to both the committee and the architects 
was submitted and specifications were sent to these contractors. 
Ten contractors were asked to bid upon the general contract; 
six plumbers were invited to figure upon the plumbing; five con- 
tractors upon the electric wiring, and four upon the metal weather 
strips. The engineers, Densmore & LeClear, were also instructed 
to ask bids for the heating and ventilating and specifications were 
submitted to ten bidders recommended by them. Upon the 
opening of the bids it was found that probably the work could be 
done within the appropriation and accordingly in each instance 
a contract was voted to the lowest bidder. The general contract 
was awarded to the firm of Leighton-Mitchell Company for the 
sum of $71,666 with an additional provision for blasting and 
removing rock for the sum of $4.50 per cubic yard for cellar work 
and $5.50 per cubic yard for trench work. The contract figure 
provided for $2,625 in allowances to be spent by the Town for cer- 
tain specified purposes and in every case the sub-contracts were 
awarded by the committee at or within the allowance figure. 

The contract for plumbing was awarded to R. H. James & Co. 
for the sum of $3,526. Of this figure $581 represents the bid on 
account of the vacuum cleaner installation. The contract for the 
electric wiring was awarded to Lord Electric Company for the 
sum of $2,215 with an addition of $145 for additional wiring to 
motors connected with the heating and ventilating system. The 
contract for the heating and ventilating was awarded to T. H. 
Ridder & Co. for the sum of $8,250. The Champion Metal 
Weather Strip Company was awarded the contract for the metal 
weather strips at a cost of $160. In each case contracts were 
drawn in accordance with all requirements of the labor laws of 
Massachusetts and a bond of at least 25% of the contract price 
required for the faithful performance of the work and for the pro- 
tection of the laborers and material-men. 
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At the outset of the work the question of blasting was a serious 
one because of the fact that it was to be done under a unit price 
as ledge or boulders developed, and until the work was under- 
taken no estimate could be made safely of the amount required 
for that work. As the site was finally located, it fortunately 
developed that there was little blasting required until the exca- 
vation work was nearly completed, and it was accomplished at 
a total cost of $632.71. The matter of handling the sewage and 
drainage of the building was a serious problem owing to the oner- 
ous restrictions of the Cambridge Water Board and the existence 
of a water course in the Town Common. After consultation with 
Arthur A. Shurtleff, the landscape architect, who has had charge 
of the development of the Town Common, it was voted to 
employ the firm of Weston & Sampson, engineers, to study the 
question and to recommend some system which would probably 
suffice and would not conflict with the regulations of the Cam- 
bridge Water Board. In accordance with their recommenda- 
tions it was voted by the committee to adopt a system operated 
by an automatic electric pump pumping the sewage from the 
lowest point in the building to cesspools outside the building, 
the cesspools to be located at the west side of the building. An 
estimate of from $1,200 to $1,400 has been made of the cost of 
this work, and while contracts have been let for a pump and motor 
the rest of the work has been done by the general contractor upon 
~a cost plus percentage basis, and it is to be hoped that the cost 
will not go beyond the original estimate. The addition of an 
extra motor has caused some changes in the electric wiring, due 
to the requirements of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company. 
These changes have been approved and authorized at a cost of 
$28.75. Few changes in the way of extras have been made from 
the original plans upon which the contracts were let. The com- 
mittee has, however, kept the building fully covered by insurance 
to the extent of the value of all of the destructible work which has 
gone into the building. 

To date your committee has contracted for practically all the 
work which will be necessary for a completed building and has 
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incurred liabilities to the extent of approximately $94,830. A 
summary of contracts and charges is annexed hereto. The only 
additional work of which the committee is informed at the present 
time is a small amount which will be necessary for the handling 
of the surface water in the drains established outside of the foun- 
dation walls and coming from the conductors. The most expen- 
sive portion of this work has been completed, however. Your 
committee feels justified in believing now that they will be able 
to conclude all of the work which they have undertaken at the 
present time within the limits of the original appropriation, this 
including all charges in the way of architects’ or engineers’ com- 
missions, charges for insurance and all extra work which can now 
be foreseen, and will be able to turn over at the completion of 
the present work a completed Town Hall. The contracts call for 
a certain amount of finished grading to be done by the contractor 
to bring the surface of the ground up to the level of the foundation 
walls from a point roughly within fifteen or twenty feet of the 
building. Your committee has made no effort and has entered 
into no contracts for the finished landscape work about the build- 
ing, nor for the construction of driveways, horse sheds or retain- 
ing walls made necessary by the last two items. This work was 
not believed by the committee to be within the contemplation 
of the work intrusted to them, but it seems to the committee 
apparent that they will be able to turn over at the completion 
of the work a Town Hall finished and ready for use with the ex- 
ception of such furniture as may be needed for the town officers. 

To date there have been very few interruptions to delay the 
work and it is now believed, unless some unforeseen contingencies 
arise, that the work will be completed and the Town Hall ready 
for use early in May.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CAMBRIDGE 
WATERSHED. 


This Committee, appointed under vote of the Town taken at 
the Annual Meeting in March, 1914, reported to the Town in 
March, 1915 (Town Report 1914, pp. 100-131). The Com- 
mittee was continued so that further investigation of the problems 
involved might be made on request of any citizen. Since 1915 
only one inquiry has been received by the Committee, namely, 
as to the right of owners of real estate in Weston to use for manu- 
facturing purposes the waters of Stony Brook or its tributaries 
flowing through their own land, it being assumed that such use 
for manufacturing would not be of a character which would pollute 
the water or violate the rules and regulations of the State Board 
of Health. The original Act of the Legislature by which the 
City of Cambridge acquired title to the waters of Stony Brook 
contained the following provision (Acts of 1884, Chap. 256, 
Sec. 15): ‘Nothing contained in this Act shall be so construed 
as to prevent the inhabitants of the Towns of Weston and 
Waltham from taking from Stony Brook or its tributaries so much 
of the water as shall be necessary for extinguishing fires and for 
all domestic and other purposes.”’ This question was referred 
to Ralph A. Stewart, Esq., counsel for the Committee, and to 
the Cambridge Water Board. Mr. Stewart’s opinion is con- 
tained in the following letter :—

Dear Sir: I have your letter of September 28th, in which you request my 
opinion with reference to the right of certain inhabitants of the Town of 
Weston to take water from Stony Brook in the manner and for the purpose 
set out in your letter. I am of the opinion that such use can be made by 
any inhabitant without violating the legal rights of the City of Cambridge 
or of any other riparian owner. Were it not for the provisions of Section 
15, Chapter 256, Acts of the year 1884, to which you call my attention, this 
would clearly be so. See—Dwight Printing Co. v. Boston, 122 Mass. 583; 
Dwight Printing Co. v. Boston, 164 Mass. 250; Rockport v. Webster, 174 
Mass. 385; and the discussion in my letter to you dated September 14th, 
1914, under the general heading—‘‘ The legal effect of the taking of all the 
waters of Stony Brook and the tributaries thereof.’”’ These cases clearly 
demonstrate that by the taking of the waters of a stream under legislative 
authority and for municipal use, a town does not become the absolute owner 
of the waters of a stream and it does not secure the right to use the water 
for any other purpose than those named in the act, and all public and private 
rights not inconsistent with the existence of the right granted, remain as be- 
fore. In a similar taking of the waters of Sudbury River and its tributaries, 
it was stated by Ames, J., that— 

‘The riparian proprietors ... retain all their common law rights . . . so far 
as they are not inconsistent with the use defined in the statute. They cer- 


tainly are not prohibited from drawing water from the river for domestic 
purposes or from watering cattle in it or from cutting ice.” 


In this case it is also stated :— 


‘“‘But the power given to the city may be so exercised as not in the slightest 
degree to interfere with the water rights higher up the stream. The water 
which has turned the wheels of a mill may be returned to its natural channel 
in a condition as pure and fit for use as it ever was. It can hardly be sup- 
posed that the act in such a case authorizes the city to prevent the mill 
owner from running his mill or that there is any conflict in the rights of the 
parties.” 


Upon the assumption, therefore, that the water is to be returned to the 
stream above the point where the City of Cambridge makes its diversion 
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undiminished in quantity and unpolluted, there can, I think, be no question 
about the right of a riparian owner to make the use outlined in your letter. 
I am also assuming that it is not the purpose to hold the water withdrawn 
in such a way and for such periods of time as to substantially change the 
manner in which the water comes to the reservoir of the City of Cambridge. 
This question, which probably does not arise in your case, is discussed in Ware 
v. Allen, 140 Mass. 513, and Elliot v. Fitchburg R.R., 10 Cush. 191. 

The point is, that the water must be let down by a riparian proprietor ‘“‘sub- 
stantially according to its natural flow.” In one of the cases named above, 
the language of the Court on this point is as follows:— 

“He should use the water in such a manner that every riparian proprietor 
farther down the stream should have the use and enjoyment of it substantially 


according to its natural flow, subject to such interruption as is necessary and 
unavoidable by reason of the proper use of the water of the stream above.”’ 


I am of the opinion, that notwithstanding this taking by the City of Cam- 
bridge under legislative authority, riparian proprietors on the stream would 
have the right to withdraw water temporarily from the stream for manu- 
facturing purposes, subject only to the obligation to return such water to 
the stream, properly cooled, without unreasonable detention and in a sub- 
stantial, undiminished quantity. New England Cotton Yarn Co. v. Laurel 
Lake Mills, 190 Mass. 48; Manville v. Worcester, 138 Mass. 89, 91, 92; Ware 
v. Allen, 140 Mass. 513, 515; and the Dwight Printing Company cases above 
noted. 

In this opinion I assume always that your case does not contemplate a 
pollution of the stream by a riparian owner to such extent as to be in vio- 
lation of the statutes or in conflict with the sanitary rules and regulations 
adopted by the State Board of Health. 

As for the reservation or exception contained in Section 15, Chapter 256 
of the Acts of 1884, I feel clear that it would not be held by the Court to 
limit or restrict the rights of riparian owners as above defined. My own view 
of the matter is that the provisions of this section were inserted from excess 
of caution to further define and protect the municipal rights of Weston and 
Waltham defined in Sections 1 and 9 of the Act. 

As you know, it has been common for many years to provide in legislation 
affecting municipal water supply that the town within whose limits a source 
of supply is shall have certain reserve rights in case another municipality is 
granted the right to take the source within the territorial limits of the first 
town. A familar illustration is to be found in Chapter 201 of the Acts of 
the year 1804, Section 10, in which there is a saving clause for the Town 
of Littleton with reference to the waters of Nagog Pond now being used by 
Concord under legislative authority. Therefore, when the legislature says 
in Section 15 of Chapter 256; that “nothing contained in this Act shall be so 
construed as to prevent the inhabitants of the Towns of Weston and Waltham 
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from taking from said brook or its tributaries, so much of the water as shall 
be necessary for extinguishing fires and for all domestic and other purposes,”’ 
I construe the intention to be that nothing shall prevent them from so taking 
for municipal water supply purposes after appropriate legislative authority 
but however the section is to be construed,—and I admit that the interpre- 
tation is somewhat doubtful,—it certainly was inserted for the protection 
of the towns as municipalities or their inhabitants as individual owners, 
and in any possible view of it the Court would not hold that the rights of 
riparian owners as defined in the Dwight Printing Company cases and Rock- 
- port v. Webster were cut down or diminished by reason of this section. 

As a matter of interest and as dealing with this source of supply and its 
history, you may want to read the case of Roberts v. Cambridge, 164 Mass. 
176, even though it has no direct bearing upon the opinion you requested. 

If I have not made this matter clear or covered all the points you have in 
mind, will you kindly let me hear from you again.

Dear Mr. Young: I acknowledge, with thanks, receipt of your letter of the 
15th, enclosing copy of a letter from Mr. Harding, Clerk of the Water Board 
for the City of Cambridge. As already stated in my opinion, I agree with the 
conclusion that the reservation in the Act is for the benefit of the Town of 
Weston as a municipality and not for the benefit of individual citizens who 
happen to be riparian proprietors, but I do not agree that there is anything 
in the Act which expressly or by implication limits the rights which individual 
riparian proprietors would have by the ordinary principles of law. In this 
connection, I call your attention to the following decisions, in which it has 
been held in cases involving takings under similar water supply statutes, 
that the rights taken are only those necessary for the purpose of the legisla- 
tive delegation of the power of eminent domain and that property owners 
still retain all rights not inconsistent with the purpose of the taking.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
GYPSY AND BROWN-TAIL MOTH WORK. 


DECEMBER 29, 1916. 
To THE SELECTMEN OF THE TOWN OF WESTON: 


During the past year I have worked along the lines of a policy 
which I believe is the correct one for Weston to follow; namely, 
to eliminate so far as possible the expensive and to a large extent. 
unsatisfactory method of winter climbing of trees and creosoting 
of the gypsy moth egg clusters and to put all our resources and 
energies into spraying the foliage at the proper time. 

The two greatest obstacles to the success of this policy are, 
first, the difficulty of obtaining efficient skilled labor for the short 
spraying season, and, second, the possibility of a prolonged wet 
season during which it is impossible to spray and the caterpillars 
reach a stage at which spraying is not so effective. However, 
with the new sprayer purchased the past year, I feel that we now 
have sufficient equipment to make this method a success in any 
ordinary season and I strongly advise giving it a thorough trial. 
I recommend that $6,500 be appropriated for the ensuing year.

This table shows some of the changes which have taken place 
during the past year, the greatest increase being in the amount 
paid for labor. The price paid for common laborers advanced 
from $2 per day of nine hours at the beginning of the season, 
to 30 cents per hour, or $2.70 per day of nine hours the last part 
of the summer, the advance on all classes averaging about 25 
per cent. Very little road oil was used, the price of this 
material having doubled since 1915. 

The surface treatment work was made with Tarvia B. This 
material did not advance in price, but it requires a coating of 
sand or screened gravel which makes it expensive to use. The 
results, however, seem to be well worth the cost, as roads treated 
this way are practically free from dust, they resist ravelling from 
the automobile traffic very well, and are much less liable to the 
development of pot holes than the oil-treated roads. Both North 
and South Avenues were treated with this material for their 
entire length, and a-number of other streets, making in all 
more than one-half of the whole mileage of streets in the town. 
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The sections of new work on Central Avenue and School Street 
were given a seal coating of oil asphalt. 

The greatest improvement in the road situation in Weston 
during the past year has been the construction of the new bridge 
over the Charles River between the City of Newton and the 
Town of Weston. The old bridge, since the great increase in 
automobile traffic over it, was very inadequate, while the present 
structure which replaces it is both beautiful and permanent. I 
feel that the town is fortunate in having secured so satisfactory a 
solution of this very pressing problem. During the construction 
of this bridge the traffic was detoured over Park and Riverside 
Roads, and these roads also carried an unusually heavy steel 
tired traffic owing to the construction of a concrete bridge over 
the Charles River for the B.& A. R.R. The effect of this unusual 
wear was to put these gravel roads in bad shape, and to seriously 
inconvenience the residents of this portion of the town. With 
the completion of these two bridges the travel over these roads 
will return to normal, and the regular spring work will restore 
them to their usual condition. 

Upon that portion of Concord Road between Merriam Street 
and the railroad bridge at Cherry Brook station, the walls were 
moved back to the street lines as laid out by the County Com- 
missioners, and the travelled way was graded to a minimum 
width of twenty feet. This width seems to be adequate to ac- 
commodate the travel for some time to come. I recommend 
that the work on this street be continued until the widening is 
completed between Central Avenue and Cherry Brook station, 
and the road resurfaced between Central Avenue and Merriam 
Street. 

The appropriation for machinery was expended towards the 
purchase of another steam roller. We were able to secure a 
rebuilt, twelve-ton Buffalo Pitts standard roller for $2,850, the 
balance of $350 above the appropriation to be paid in 1917. 
The appropriation for machinery and equipment should be 
continued for the coming year, to complete the purchase of

this steam roller, and to provide for the purchase of a motor 
truck, for use on the longer hauls. 

Of the $1,500 appropriated for sidewalks $254.25 was expended 
in applying crushed stone dust to some of the gravelled walks 
on Central Avenue, Wellesley Street and Maple Road, and in 
rebuilding the retaining walls on Church Street and Central 
Avenue, where they had fallen over and allowed the adjoining 
sidewalks to cave in. The balance was intended to be used in 
completing the sidewalk on Silver Hill Road, and in continuing 
the concrete walk on Concord Road as far as the corner of Mer- 
riam Street. Labor conditions were so unsatisfactory at the time 
this work was ready that the sidewalk contractor was unable to 
do the work. I would recommend that this uncompleted work be 
taken up the coming season. 

A petition for the widening or relocation of Newton Street is 
pending before the County Commissioners. That portion of 
this street between Ash Street and Wellesley Street is in urgent 
need-of reconstruction. There has been very little done to it for 
several years, as plans for its relocation have been under con- 
sideration during that time. I hope some permanent work can 
be done here this coming season. 

With the completion of the new Town Hall, the street in front 
of it will assume more importance. ‘This street was finished with 
a surface of gravel to serve during the construction work on the 
Town Hall, and the working out of the water supply and drainage 
problems. These have been completed, and by spring the fills 
will have had time to settle, and the road will be ready for some 
kind of surfacing. 

The appropriation necessary for snow and ice varies greatly 
with the different seasons. For several years the regular ap- 
propriation of $500 was ample, while for the year 1916, on account 
of the heavy snow-fall, the expenditures amounted to $1,263.91. 

The increase in the number of motor-driven vehicles registered 
in Massachusetts 1s greater than ever before, the total of all 
classes for 1916 being 147,522, as compared with 113,895 in 1915. 

As no immediate improvement in labor conditions seems likely 
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I would recommend the following appropriations for the coming 
year: $20,000 for general repairs, $2,500 for machinery and 
equipment, $1,500 for sidewalks, $800 for snow and ice, and 
$500 for other expenses.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee respectfully submits the following 
report for the year ending December 30, 1916:— 


At the annual Town Meeting held on Monday, March 20, 1916, 
Mr. Charles O. Richardson was elected for a term of three years 
to succeed Mr. Arthur T. Johnson, the former chairman of the 
Committee, who was not a candidate for re-election. 

The Committee organized at its meeting held on April 3, 1916, 
by electing Mrs. Carolyn E. Burrage, Chairman, and Mr. Charles 
O. Richardson, Secretary. 

Thirteen regular meetings and two special meetings were held 
during the calendar year. 

Mr. Charles M. Eaton, Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Darius 
B. Vittum and Mr. Frank H. Upham, Attendance Officers, and 
Mr. Allan Cameron, Custodian of Buildings and Grounds, were all 
reappointed. Dr. Fresenius Van Niiys was appointed School 
Physician. 

The school census taken as of September 1, 1916, was as follows: 


382 between the ages of five and sixteen. 
64 five years of age or over and under seven years. 
243 seven years of age or over and under fourteen years. 
75 fourteen years of age or over and under sixteen years. 
Illiterate minors, 0. 
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Teachers and School Attendance. 


The schools suffered a severe loss during the past year in the 
death of Miss Bertha Hildreth, who had been connected with 
them for some time. Two teachers, Mr. Carl uy Rhoades and Miss 
Miriam C. Foster, resigned. 

Mr. Charles M. Eaton was duly appointed Master of the High 
School, and in addition the following teachers were appointed as 
regular teachers in the schools for the school year 1916-17 :—

Miss McKenna was later granted leave of absence for one year 
and Miss Catherine Crawford was appointed substitute for her. 

The Committee wishes to take this opportunity to express its 
appreciation to Mr. Horace 8. Sears for continuing to grant to 
the teachers the free use of one of his houses on Central Avenue, 
which is now known as the “‘Teachers’ Lodge.’ Nine teachers 
are now making their home there, many of whom probably would 
not be able to find homes in Weston at all were it not for this 
arrangement. And when the time and effort that would be con- 
sumed, were it necessary for them to travel back and forth between 
Weston and an adjoining town, is considered, to say nothing of 
the added comfort that they enjoy under the present aoe 
ment, the benefit to the schools of the “‘Teachers’ Lodge” c 
readily be seen. 

For the school year a Ging June 30, 1916, the average daily 
attendance has been 322, and the schools were actually in session 
178 days. 
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Appropriations. 


At the annual Town Meeting held on March 20, 1916, the sum 
of $30,900 was appropriated for use in the schools. And an 
appropriation of $750 was also made for fire protection. 

During the past year many extraordinary repairs have been 
made including the renovation of the school furniture, the build- 
ing of a new fence at the South School, repairing the fence at the 
Centre schools, and a general renovating of the plumbing where 
needed. The buildings are in excellent condition and, with the 
exception of a few further repairs which are still needed, will only 
require, it seems to the Committee, a comparatively small expen- 
diture for some time to come. The most important items that 
will be necessary during the coming year are the painting of the 
outside of the Grammar School and the refinishing of the interior 
of the main room in the High School. 

In connection with the expenditures for fire protection the Com- 
mittee begs leave to report that before arranging for a fire-escape 
on the High School building, which was the original intention 
of the Committee as set forth in its report of a year ago, it was 
arranged for a State fire inspector to visit the buildings. This 
he did and reported that the High School building was of the first 
rank as regards fire egress and that no fire-escape on the outside 
of the building was necessary or desirable. He recommended, 
however, a number of changes of a minor nature, such as the 
rearrangement of the egress doors in the High School, floor cleats 
for an orderly seating arrangement in the main hall, handrails 
on the High School stairways, and fire-extinguishers properly 
distributed. He also approved a decision that had already been 
reached to cut a connecting door between Grades I. and II. in 
the Primary building and build an outside stairway from one of 
the north windows, all of which has been done. 

The School Committee recommend for the ensuing year appro- 
priations as follows:—

The Committee wishes to point out that although this appro- 
priation shows a slight increase over the appropriation of a year 
ago, the increase is confined to salaries, fuel, and light. The 
increase in salaries is, of course, necessary and just, and it seems 
also necessary to provide for a probable increase in the cost. of 
fuel. 


Transportation. 


The Committee also wishes to point out that it has not asked 
for any increase in the cost of transportation. The Committee is 
planning to make changes whereby it is hoped that eventually all 
transportation may be done by motor, and have already taken 
steps whereby one or two of the routes now covered by horse 
barges will be covered by motor during the coming school year. 
It may take some time to make this possible for the entire system, 
but a start at least will be made. As it will readily be seen, one 
of the great advantages in transporting the children by motor 
will be the reduction in the running time between their homes and 
the schools, which is particularly desirable, especially in cold 
weather. It is also believed that the transportation by motor 
can be accomplished at no greater and possibly at less expense 
than at present. And for this reason no increase in the appro- 
priation for transportation has been requested.

Course of Study. 


For a long time the Superintendent of Schools has been at 
work upon a new course of study for use in the schools. It rep- 
resents many months of his own labor together with the thought 
and assistance of the teachers whom he has called into confer- 
ence many times. That course of study is now ready and will be 
presented to the Town in due course. 

Details of the work in the schools will be found in the reports 
of the Superintendent of Schools and of the special teachers which 
follow.

Mrs. C. E. Burraas, Chairman of School Committee: 


Dear Madam,—With this report I am giving to the Committee, for printing, 
a revision of the Course of Study of the schools. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


This revision has been made necessary, first, by the extension of service 
to the Town by the schools, through additional teaching force and additional 
expenditure; second, by the natural changes occurring in any See organiza- 
tion in the course of years. 

The preparation of this new Course has been going on for over a year, and 
has involved many teachers’ meetings, conferences, and discussions. 

While it is a distinct development from previously printed courses, it is 
simply a summary of changes gradually made, and does not in itself make 
an increase in the amount of work to be done. 

It is desirable that this fact be definitely kept in mind. 

Much time and thought has been put on the various changes, now crystal- 
lized for printing, as they have been made; and I hope that the whole plan 
is, and I confidently believe it is, in accordance with the best practice. It is 
interesting in this matter to observe that certain policies that our schools 
have followed, sometimes in contradiction of the policy of other schools, have 
in due time been justified. Such, for instance, is our retention of the eight- 
grade system, which now in this State is becoming the general practice. 

Under the present course of study we shall try to maintain the same stand- 
ard of requirement and promotion as before—a standard exacting in ideal, 
and sufficiently flexible in practice that it may meet the real needs of the 
pupils. This flexibility in certain cases is necessary, yet, hike many other 
necessities, it has grave dangers. Prominent among these dangers are to 
be found the impressions of many parents that the exactness of standard is 
right for other people’s children, and that flexibility is peculiarly fitted for 
their own. Yet a surprising proportion of parents are just and reasonable 
when they feel that the teachers and superintendent are really trying to be 
helpful to the children and perfectly just in their decisions. 

If any parents have trouble to attain that feeling, they should visit school, 
see what we are trying to do, talk with us, and get our point of view. People 
who do this, unless they expect ‘‘fairness”’ to be wholly one-sided, will usually 
agree that the teachers are doing their duty faithfully. 
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One criticism brought against schools to-day is that they cause nerve- 
strain. No doubt that is true, and no doubt we have some lessons to learn 
along that line; and we are trying to learn them. Before putting the nervous. 
condition of any fretful child upon the schools, however, it is right to con- 
sider certain questions. 

First, does all work cause nerve-strain in that child? If so, he needs to be 
taught to work cheerfully, for he cannot play all his life. Unwillingness to 
work is not the fault of the school. 

Second, does he have plenty of sleep? The studies-of the school do not 
prevent plenty of time for sleep, at least until high-school age, and not then, 
if the Principal’s advice is asked and accepted. Many pupils are said to 
work overhard in high school who are doing unreasonable things directly 
against the advice of the school authorities. 

Third, is the home atmosphere fretful? If so, the schools cannot be blamed 
for nerve-strain of the children. % 

Now what means has the school for lessening nerve-strain? First, a varia- 
tion of studies. Manual training, physical exercise, recesses at frequent inter- 
vals, drawing, music, sewing, cooking, reading aloud—all these furnish variety. 
In the upper grades, an elective system permits children to follow lines of 
least resistance and take studies that appeal most to them. Methods of 
teaching are more varied than in the past, and greater individual considera- 
tion is shown than in towns where classes are larger. In only one matter 
is there cause for misunderstanding: we will not accept with cheerfulness 
laziness or needless inefficiency, or lack of effort. If this attitude is produc- 
tive of nerve-strain we must plead guilty; but in these cases the primary 
fault does not le at our door, but elsewhere. 

To that part of the Course of Study which has to do with the high school, 
I wish to invite especial attention for two reasons: first, as concerns the 
‘opportunity for manual training; and, second, the method of English teaching. 

As will be found stated in the Course, there are now two courses in manual 
training which give credit for graduation. During the present year, the 
first in which these courses were offered, but few made use of them. Some 
pupils thought they were for dunces—but no dunce can do the work, which 
is accurate, thorough, and useful. Some of the boys want to be clerks and go 
daily to the city rather than work with machinery and tools. If parents will 
realize that these courses count for graduation, that they are valuable, that 
they have material and opportunity for the smartest and ablest of the boys 
whose ability is not expressed merely in books, another year will see larger 
classes in both courses. 

In English, the liberality of the Town is giving the children a method of 
teaching English composition, whether written or oral, which has long been 
realized to be the only true way: individual conference with the teacher on 
the written work; individual, exact advice, personally given, on each piece 
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of work. A few towns of marked intelligence, and with sufficient money, 
have done this before: our pupils are fortunate that we are doing it now. 

A complete statement of the courses offered by the high school, and sug- 
gestion for the combination of these courses into programmes, will also be 
found in the Course of Study. It is hoped that these will result in more 
intelligent choices on the part of the pupils. 

If we in Old New England were not averse to sensational methods, I should 
be tempted to post the town next August with an advertisement :— 

“WaANTED.—A few parents who will set a good example for others, to plan 
a five-year course (as explained in the Course of Study) for their children; 
whether because these children are a bit below normal.in health, or are trying 
to do extra work in music, or learn slowly although surely, or any other sen- 
sible reason. Parents of children who wish to avoid work should not permit 
them to request this plan.” 

At present we have ambitious children of frail physique, or children younger 
than others, or other such pupils, overworking, worrying, even weeping over 
their work. Of such it is said that the school is wearing them out. This is 
not so. No such pupil is driven by the teachers. They are in many cases 
doing work against the distinct advice of the Principal. 

They are victims of a self-made tyrant: ‘‘I want to graduate with my class.” 
If two pupils per year could deliberately adopt the new arrangement, this 
tyrant would be deposed. 

One final word about the work of the high school. Many pupils—boys 
seeking various forms of employment, girls entering business school or the 
like—leave high school after a year or two. Such pupils at once get em- 
ployment, as good as if they had graduated, perhaps, and think they have 
lost nothing. Now an ambitious person without much high-school education 
will surpass a lazy high-school graduate every time in the struggle of life; 
but, other things being equal, the boy who failed to go on will in middle life 
find promotion of certain sorts closed to him, and will see the better-educated 
man leave him behind. 

Children should remember this, their parents should remember it, and 
then the high-school work will appear—as it is—thoroughly practical. 


TEACHERS. 


In the teaching force of the school last year various changes were made. 
Miss Hildreth leaving us only temporarily, we hoped, because of ill-health 
was closing not alone a faithful service of teaching, but also a useful and 
beautiful life. Her associates here and elsewhere will always remember her 
with love and regret. Mr. Rhoades accepted a position of larger responsi- 
bility in Woburn; his going was a loss. Miss Foster took up other em- 
ployment, and the town lost a good teacher, an enthusiastic, original, and 
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forceful personality. Miss McKenna obtained a year’s leave of absence for 
further study at Normal School. Miss Adams returned from her year of 
absence. Miss Burrage’s part-time appointment for the work in English 
became a full-time appointment in English and History. Miss Helen Green 
was appointed to the Mathematics work left by Miss Foster, Mr. A. H. 
Wigren to the sub-master’s position, and Miss Marion Shaw to the eighth 
grade. 

In the value of a teacher to the school two factors must be reckoned: effi- 
ciency and personality. Absolute efficiency is apt to be cold-blooded and cal- 
culating; teachers of proper influence must be neither. Persons of absolute 
efficiency and yet with soft and lovely natures are one in a million; and if 


’ some sacrifice must be made to obtain a reasonable combination in these 


days when many opportunities are presented to women outside of and beyond 
the public schools, it follows that parents must not demand that teachers 
should solve the mystery of every boy and every girl and lead them to that 
development which parents themselves cannot bring about. To me the 
wonder is that the teachers with all their trials succeed so well, and especially 
so truly try to help and influence every child placed in their care. 

In town after town, even towns where the scale of salaries is higher than 
ours, the increased cost of living is forcing an advance of salary. If organ- 
ized effort can definitely force more money from unwilling employers, teach- 
ers who are not so organized should willingly be given proportionate advances. 
If this is not done in any one town when other towns do give it, the children 
of that town eventually suffer. 


HEALTH. 


The uncertainty of health regulations, mentioned last year as a source of 
difficulty, has been overcome. Definite regulations of the Board of Health 
are now in the hands of the Superintendent. 

Constant medical inspection and oversight has been given, and the chance 
of contagion in school reduced to a minimum. Unfortunately this often 
causes absences of pupils excluded for safety’s sake, but probably more 
serious absences are thus avoided. Despite this care the winter has seen 
an unusual amount of coughs and colds, with consequent absence. 

I find a tendency on the part of parents to complain that we get too much 
fresh air in the schools. We do not intend ever to have any child sit in a 
draught, and rarely do so, despite opinions to the contrary. If one has 
a fixed idea that any open window produces a draught that person will object 
to our methods, for we do keep windows open; but teachers are directed 
strictly to avoid draughts, to maintain an even temperature, and to keep 
the air fresh. This I believe is done. The school physician has been invited 
to criticise our ventilation methods or any teacher’s operation of them. He 
has not done so. 
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In a room where the open windows have recently been a subject of criti- 
cism to me, we recently found, as the result of questions occurring naturally 
in a school exercise, where the children hardly realized that they were being 
questioned, that nine out of sixteen had on the previous night slept in rooms 
with no window open. If this was correct information, it would account for 
the criticism of our methods, and justify our methods as an important part 
of our teaching. 

We have had some trouble this year in enforcing the law for vaccination. 
At the present writing no child is attending the schools of the Town who has 
not complied with the law. ; 


MEMBERSHIP AND ATTENDANCE. 


As will be seen by the tables of attendance elsewhere in this report, mem- 
bership is slightly greater this year than last, and percentages of attendance 
somewhat less. Whether the present customs of health regulations in school 
have an effect, whether parents are wiser in keeping children home in cases 
of colds or other slight illness, or whether parents are too indulgent, there is 
a tendency to be careless in attendance at present that causes some concern. 
What can be done if there is real incentive, however, is shown by the case 
of Grade VII. of last year, the present Grade VIII. This room, averaging 
thirty-three pupils, had during a school year of one hundred and eighty-one 
days seventy-eight days of perfect attendance. This was the result of a 
general effort, of some special care, and at times of self-denial. But for the 
serious illness of one of the pupils a still better record would have been made. 
This acknowledgment is made of their interest and successful effort. 

The regulation of age at entrance, accepting no child younger than five 
years and three months, has been enforced equally upon all, and is successful. 
In addition it is reasonable and just. 

For the first time the attendance officer has been called on for repeated 
services. These have been well rendered. When parents understand that 
all acts of this officer are directed to enforcing laws of the Common- 
wealth, that these laws are to benefit the children, and that they are admin- 
istered equally to all, and in a correct spirit, there will be no resentment at 
his services, except from those whose resentment proves the case against 
them. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


When the town buys better books, pays for more teaching or better appa- 
ratus, it pays for lasting good for the children. When it pays money for 
transportation, it receives only the temporary good of the day’s movement to 
and from school. The necessity is upon us, but this item of expense is a 
proper subject for close economy. 
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Additional expense is now caused by the employment of monitors, grown 
persons of responsibility whenever possible, older pupils when the other alter- 
native is impossible. Except for the expense this plan has worked well. The 
consolidation of routes and use of the large motor lends itself favorably to 
this method. We are fortunate to have the services of Mrs. Hill both in this 
matter and as occasional substitute in school. 

On the south side of the town two conveyances are now in use,—one a 
small car to Glen Road, another a: horse-barge through South Avenue and 
Newton Street. In winter Newton Street is often unfit for horses. A 
moderate-sized handy motor-truck seating about thirty-four should be used 
to cover both routes. This would conduce to safety, to speed, and to com- 
fort of the children. The expense should not be more, and perhaps slightly 
less. 

LUNCHES. 


The service of lunches, prepared under the supervision of the teacher of 
Domestic Science by the girls of the cooking-class and sold to the pupils at 
cost during the cold weather, has this year again been continued. A large 
number of lower-grade pupils have had these lunches. This fact has caused 
some trouble in the service, but a method has been found to meet the diffi- 
culty, especially as it seemed that the younger pupils might well be those 
who most needed the hot food. It is required of grade children, first, that 
they bring from home written request for the privilege of having the lunches; 
second, that the unit of time be the week, and that none be allowed the privi- 
lege for less than a whole week. These requirements are necessary to pre- 
vent confusion under the arrangements by which the lunch is served.

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Report of the Instructor of Manual Training. 


To THE COMMITTEE: 


The pupils in the grades are maintaining the liking for and interest in the 
work as shown by former classes. 

The new room with its generous working space contributes to the accom- 
plishment of more ambitious pieces, and as certain boys are only attracted by 
the spectacular, some few who might otherwise be indifferent to its value are 
thus led to take a strong interest in the work. 

Many boys of this class have been so impressed by the neatness and despatch 
with which a broken sled or wagon may be repaired so as to be even better 
than new, that they have been lifted from apathy to enthusiasm by the prac- 
tical demonstration of what some familiarity with the more common tools 
can accomplish. a . 

I speak of this especially, because we were unable to ag many such things 
in our former quarters, and to show that the improvement in surroundings 
has been accompanied by a consequent gain in power to hold some boys who 
might possibly drift away from school. 

While the classes in the Mechanical Drawing and Manual Training courses 
in the high school are small in membership, the prospects for a larger attend- 
ance next year are very bright, since it has become understood that the courses 
lead to a diploma. 

I would call special attention to the practical value of the instruction in 
mechanical drawing. 

The pupil who finishes this course leaves school with a definite accomplish- 
ment that has a ready money value. 

Good draughtsmen are in almost constant demand, the work commands 
good pay, and, better still, for the ambitious man leads to higher levels. 

Many a superintendent or general manager began his career in the draught- 
ing-room. 

A saunter through any of our big department stores will disclose dozens 
of white-haired men of sixty-five or seventy years, mhost of whom are where 
they are because they had no definite thing they could offer the world when 
they left school and so took the first thing that offered as the easiest way. 

At most they are making only a living wage and afford a pathetic example 
of the aforesaid lack of purpose. 

Was it the easiest way in the end?

To THE ScHoout Boarp, Weston, Mass.: 


Weston engages one-fifth of my time, and so, in a sense, I am almost an 
outsider, and from this standpoint I can see and compare, perhaps, better 
than I could if I were entirely employed in this town. 

Just why I am moved to speak of discipline and order at this time I 
can hardly say. I might have done so many times during the years in which 
I have taught in Weston. I think it is because I am enjoying the work here 
as never before. Weston has fine schools without a single exception. This 
in itself is remarkable, and can very seldom be said of the schools of any one 
community. Weston’s schools are pleasantly, quietly, and firmly governed, 
hence working in them is satisfying and correspondingly pleasant, for good re- 
sults cannot be reached without this quiet and good-natured firmness existing 
- throughout the schools. 

“Order is Heaven’s first law,’’ and nowhere is this more absolute than in 
the study of music. 90 per cent., 95 per cent., 98 per cent. will not do—at 
least, in music. If our teachers were not getting 100 per cent. regularly, 
they could not exhibit it on any one day. Music demands the very best 
—hbest in spirit, best in effort—of the class as a whole and of each pupil in 
it. One can spoil all. There is nothing in which a class must be so 
unanimous as music. 

This study is gaining ground in Weston. More of the homes are pushing 
in this work. We can feel the influence of it in the schools. We are doing 
what we can to second this outside work.. We must not fail to recognize 
musical possibilities in our scholars. 

“Tf it hadn’t been for your school orchestra I wouldn’t be playing to-day 
in the Boston orchestras,”’ said a Boston musician to me a short time ago. 
The joke of the thing is, this was not said in praise of the school orchestra, 
but complainingly, as if we had hindered him from reaching some very much 
higher goal. Well, perhaps! I wish that the schools could be instrumental 
in doing for hundreds more what they were able to do for that one man.

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Report of the School Physician. 


To THE ScHooL COMMITTEE: 


In September and October, 1916, a thorough physical examination was 
made and recorded of all school-children. The chest and abdominal exam- 
ination of the older girls was omitted except where requested by the parents. 

Two interesting facts were demonstrated. First: Few of our pupils stand 
in a correct posture. Many children show stooped shoulders, prominent 
abdomens, or some spinal curvature. By practising a correct carriage of the . 
head and body these defects may largely be overcome. They are common to 
all our American school-children. Good posture is an important factor in 
a child’s development. Only in recent years has the influence of posture 
upon respiration and the abdominal organs been fully realized. J hope in 
the next year to note an improvement. Second: Our school-children are 
well developed. Taking the published weights and heights of nearly one 
hundred and fifty thousand American school-children from five to sixteen 
years of age I find that about 60 per cent. of our children of these ages are 
above the averages, 10 per cent below, and 30 per cent. at the averages given 
in Boas’ and Burk’s figures. 

On the whole, the health of the school-children has been satisfactory.

To THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, WESTON, Mass.: 


It is with pleasure that I report that the drawing and manual art has given 
the pupils interesting work and that the results have been satisfactory. It 
has been the aim to make the new outline more definite in character, to give 
more hand work throughout the course with special emphasis in the primary 
grade. The work has been enriched by the addition of clay modelling. The 
greatest value of clay modelling is that it develops a clear understanding of 
form and gives a good idea of construction. It is of great help in planning 
for the sand-table. 

Raffia weaving and knotting has also been added. ‘The children find pleas- 
ure and help in making woven mats, picture frames, and napkin rings’and 
knotting covers for string-balls, bottles, and jars. 

Another line of hand work is the genetic construction. It introduces form, 
measurement, and cutting. It is a system of paper and cardboard put to- 
gether with joints instead of paste. The value is that it makes the child 
think of construction, and gives interest in industrial arts. 

The work in color has been progressive and has helped the pupils to see, 
enjoy, and combine color harmoniously. 

The nature drawing has developed the observation and the appreciation 
of natural beauty. The study of trees and landscapes has been aided by the 
cutting of objects from tinted papers. 

The work in design has been given added interest by the introduction of 
stick printing. With squared paper as a foundation, may useful and artistic 
articles have been made, and decorated with border or surface designs. 

Freehand lettering has found a place in all the schools. Even in the first 
grade the children can cut from squared paper, letters of good proportions. 
It is of great aid in Poster work and in the problems in Commercial advertis- 
ing in the upper grades and in the high school. 

The freehand drawing has gained by the introduction of ‘‘The Cross Trans- 
- parent Drawing-Glass.”’ With the few lessons and with but six glasses, the 
pupils have developed keener sight. Of course the greatest aim in drawing 
is to see truly, and it is claimed that a few months’ correct use of the drawing- 
glass will give an untrained eye as truthful vision as years of study by usual 
methods. 

Since September I have visited the North and South Schools once in three 
weeks, giving a lesson to the children and examining the work. I have had 
a conference with the primary teachers once in three weeks, giving sugges- 
_ tions for the work to be accomplished as well as general oversight of all the

finished work. In this way I have been able to help all-the teachers and to 
have inspection of all the work. 


Let me thank the Committee and the Superintendent for all the supplies 
which have helped to make the work in drawing and manual art a success.

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APPENDIX TO THE REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Course of Study. Grades I.—VIII. 


READING. 


In all the grades, teachers are to insist on a pleasant conversational tone 

in reading and should secure expression by leading the child on to read the 
printed matter as if it were his own spontaneous utterance. In the three 
lower grades pupils are to read the sentences silently and speak them with- 
out reference to the book. In the higher grades frequent resort must be had 
to the same expedient. 
_ Have pupils often retell. in their own words the subject-matter of their 
lesson, especially when the reading is for information as well as for reading 
practice. In proportion as the children become capable of it encourage them 
to home reading and the use of the Public Library. 

Teachers of every grade above the third are expected to take books from 
the Public Library on their own special teacher’s card, and reissue them to 
their pupils, keeping such record of this reissuance as shall serve to keep the 
children responsible for proper use of the books. They will thereby be 
enabled to influence strongly the reading of their pupils. Children shall be 
held responsible for ill usage of books in accordance with the rules of the 
Public Library. 


GRADE I. 


Use the Aldine method of teaching reading, but do not confine the reading 
exclusively to the Aldine Books. Have the children read from the black- 
board, from the cards, the chart, and the primers, sounding the words accord- 
ing to the principles of the method. Review constantly and drill incessantly. 
Add new words gradually, and do not let the children feel them as a burden, 
but rather as a reward,—that is, keep them unaware of difficulty. 

See that every child not only knows how to read more or less by the end 
of the year, but also that he knows his letters. 
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GRADE II. 


Continue the work of the preceding grade. Insist upon good articulation 
and good bodily position when reading. Continue the phonic drill, and 
insist upon thoroughness and instant recognition of words. Keep the class 
alert, and make the reading interesting. To stimulate attention, use at times 
an interesting book of which there is but one copy. 


Grape III. 


Continue the phonic drill, and conduct the reading in accordance with the 
methods indicated in Grade II. As the subject-matter now becomes of 
importance, help the child by question and discussion to absorb the new 
ideas presented to him. Lessons should now at times be assigned for prepa- 
ration. 

GRADE IV. 


Continue the work of the preceding grade. Have about one-half the read- 
ing lessons at sight and the other half prepared lessons. 

In this grade explain the use of a dictionary, ready for individual diction- 
aries in the following grade. 

Teach the simplest diacritical marks. 


GRADE V. 


Increase the number of prepared lessons slightly. Let. the selection which 
_ each child reads be of such length that the reading may not be too fragmen- 
tary to get good expression. 

Teach the remaining diacritical marks in common use. 

In this grade and in the succeeding grades individual dictionaries will be 
provided, and pupils shall be required to make use of them as a part of the 
prepared lessons. 

GRADE VI. 


Most lessons should now be assigned for preparation, and pupils should be 
able to find for themselves from the dictionary the pronunciation and mean- 
ing of words which are unfamiliar to them. 

Review thoroughly the diacritical marks, and oversee and confirm the work 
with the dictionary. 

Give simple exercises in voice-drill. 


GrRavDE VII. 


Continue as in Grade VI. Increase and develop the exercises in voice-drill. 


Grave VIII. 
See Language Work, Grade VIII. 
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READING BOOKS. 


The accompanying list shows what books are available for reading and in 
what grade each book is to be used. It is not expected that any class can 
read the whole of every book, and the amount read in each will vary with 
each class and must be determined by the teacher. In using the readers, 
grade the work so that new words shall not appear too rapidly. Do not 
read the whole of one book and then go to another, but read the easier stories 
from the easiest book, then the easier stories from the next harder book, and 
soon. In this choice of material for reading maintain all possible correlation 
with work in other branches of study. 


GRADE I. 


Aldine, Wideawake, Playtime, and Golden Treasury Primers; Aldine, 
Wideawake, Stepping Stones to Literature, Progressive, and Golden Treasury 
First Readers. 


GRaDE II. 
Aldine, Wideawake, Cyr, Heath, Stepping Stones to Literature, and Pro- 


gressive Second Readers; Plant-Life; Animal-Life; Child-Lore; and Short 
Stories for Little Folk. 


Grave III. 
Aldine, Wideawake, Cyr, Heath, Stepping Stones to Literature, and Pro- 


gressive Third Readers, Progressive Introductory Third Reader; Seaside and 
Wayside, Book I.; and Seven Little Sisters. 


GRADE IV. 


Aldine, Wideawake, Heath, Progressive, and Stepping Stones to Literature 
Fourth Readers; Progressive Introductory Fourth Reader; Seaside and Way- 
side, Book IJ.; Danish Fairy Tales; Fables and Folk Stories; Stories of Great 
Americans; and Pilgrim Stories. | 


GRADE VY. 


Cyr’s Fourth Reader; Heath’s Fifth Reader; German Fairy Tales; Chil- 
dren’s Hour; First Book of American History; Carpenter’s Industrial Reader; 
The Golden Path; and The Wonders of the Jungle. 


GRADE VI. 


Stepping Stones to Literature, and the Literary Fifth Readers; The Golden 
Door; Stories of the Ancient Greeks; Stories of English History; The Fall 
of the Year. | 
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GRADE VII. 


Stepping Stones to Literature, and Literary Sixth Readers; Carpenter’s 
Geographical Reader of Europe; Grandfather’s Chair; Winter; and Story 
of the Roman People. 


GRADE VIII. 


Stepping Stones to Literature, Book VII.; Courtship of Miles Standish; 
Tanglewood Tales; Tales from Shakespeare; Birds and Bees; and Snow- 
bound. 


WRITING. 


Unceasing care on the part of the teacher is necessary to obtain good results. 
Every writing lesson should be preceded by exercises of position or movements 
without paper. It will be useless to teach either correct method or care in — 
writing lessons, however, if careless written work is permitted at other times. 
Few children need be poor writers. Most children will be such unless the 
teacher is determined that they shall write well and is able to realize her 
determination. In the position while writing it is of little avail to make the 
body conform to any rule or theory, unless the position be a comfortable and 
natural one for the child. Do not permit the eyes to be too near the paper. 
See that the feet are about a foot apart and under the desk. In other details 
of position do not be over-exacting, but be willing to proceed gradually. 
Then insist on care, and always on care, in all the writing, whether in the 
writing lesson or not. 

Throughout the work in writing the children are to use paper with baseline 
only. The writing of the earlier grades will not show to advantage so soon, 
but in the end the writing of the pupil will be better than if double-lined 
paper is used. No paper shall be furnished for use by the pupil in which the © 
space between the lines differs from the standard for the grade. 

In Grade I. use special beginners’ pencil. See that it marks easily, that 
the pupil may be less likely to grip it tightly and so cramp the hand. 

Begin the use of ink in the second half-year of Grade II. After the third 
year, in Grade IV. extend the use of ink to nearly all the work of the pupil, 
except in Arithmetic. In Grade V. and thereafter have even the Arithmetic 
done with ink. 

From grade to grade let the size of the letters decrease, following the changes 
in the text-books, but in all the grades choose to have the letter size larger 
than that of the text-books rather than to run any risk of its becoming smaller. 

The system of text-books used is the Whitehouse Progressive Steps in 
Writing.

Teach the letters as found in the text-book in the order of least difficulty, 
approximately as follows: 1, u, n, m, v, x, 0, a, ¢, e, r, s, 1, b, t, p, d, h, k,j, 
Y, 8) 4; f, | 

Use paper with lines wide apart, and have the letters made very large. 

Preface every lesson in writing with the arm-movement exercises of the 
text-book, but do not insist upon the movement to such an extent as to 
render the writing unreadable. Use the charts provided for this grade. 

Use Text-book No. 1. 


GRADE II. 


Continue as in Grade I., but require greater proficiency. Continue the 
arm-movement drill, and expect a greater number of pupils to use it through- 
out the lesson; but, as in Grade I., do not insist to such an extent as to render 
any pupil’s writing illegible. Continue the use of the charts. 

Use Text-book No. 2. 


GrabE III. 


In developing the use of pen and ink in this grade, guard carefully against 
the inevitable tendency to dip the pen too deeply and to use too much ink 
and insist on freedom from blots. 

Before this grade is completed many of the children should use the move- 
ment throughout the lesson in writing. Do not allow a desire for immediate 
perfection in form of letters to stand in the way of a smooth and flowing 
movement of the pen. 

Use Text-book No. 3. 


GRADE IV. 


The arm-movement at the end of this year’s work should be used 
throughout the lesson by all the pupils, and by many of the pupils in any 
written work. The fundamentals at the close of this grade are expected 
to be mastered ready for developments of speed and smoothness in the grades 
above. 

Use Text-book No. 4. 


GRADE V. 


Beginning with this grade the writing should be developed toward speed 
and smoothness. The arm-movement should be used by every pupil in all 
written work, and all written work should be neat and careful. 

Use Text-book No. 5. 
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GRADE VI. 


Continue as in Grade V. Pay distinct attention to speed in writing lessons. 
Insist on arm-movement in all writing. 
Use Text-book No. 6. 


GrRaDE VII. 


Carry on the work of the preceding grade, especially the practice for speed. 

In the work of this grade the acquirement of speed is the predominant 
factor. 

Use Text-book No. 7. 


GRADE VIII. 


Strictly speaking, there should be no lessons in writing in this grade. Yet 
copies must at times be used to keep the writing correct in form: speed drill 
must be continued, and deficient pupils must be given practice. Therefore 
a text-book is provided for the grade. 

Yet the writing in Book-keeping is to be treated as the central point of the 
instruction in writing, and the text-book used to help this writing only as 
may be necessary. 

Use Text-book No. 8. 


SPELLING. 


Spelling shall be taught both orally and in writing. Greater emphasis is 
to be placed on written than on oral work, but, especially in the lower grades, 
nearly every reading lesson shall be accompanied by a short exercise in oral 
spelling of words taken from the text. Though a text-book is to be used and 
the work to be done is approximately indicated by pages of the book, the 
teacher is not expected to confine the work wholly to this, but to keep some 
record of words often misspelled and to drill the class on them. Teachers in 
all the grades are to see to it that the pupils are able to spell correctly the 
terms of arithmetic, geography, language, and other subjects of study. Try 
to make the children feel the absolute need of becoming good spellers. 

Syllabication shall be noted in oral spelling by pauses, but disregarded in 
written spelling, as it destroys the appearance of the word to the eye and 
interferes with the handwriting. 

One-half, at least, of the written lessons shall be in sentence form, increasing 
from one lesson weekly in this manner, in the lower grades, to more than half 
of the weekly lessons in the upper grades. 


GRADE I. | 
Teach oral spelling only in connection with the reading. 
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GrabeE II. 


To the oral work, as in Grade I., add written work based on the daily lessons. 


GrRaAbDE III. 


Continue the work of the preceding year, but amplify it, especially the 
written work based on other lessons. Use paper with proper width of lines. 


GRADE IV. 
As in Grade III., but use the Alexander Spelling Book, Fourth Year. 


GRADE V. 


Increase the written work. Use spelling blanks. Use the Alexander 
Spelling Book, Fifth Year. 


GRADE VI. 


Give less oral spelling. Continue the use of spelling blanks. Use the 
Alexander Spelling Book, Sixth Year. 


GrRavDE VII. 


In this grade and the next, words misspelled by pupils in their daily work 
must be recorded and made the subject of constant review. Use Alexander 
Spelling Book, Seventh Year. 


GrRavE VIII. 


Continue the review. Appeal to the pupils’ pride in the matter of good 
spelling. Use the Alexander Spelling Book, Eighth Year. 


ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


The work in English Literature falls into three divisions: (1) the memo- 
rizing of notable selections fitted to the age and capacity of the child; (2) 
reading aloud by the teacher of stories, or other forms of literature, which 
shall influence the development of the child; and (3) encouragement and 
oversight by the teacher in the use of books from the Library of the Town. 

In order to centralize the work, each grade is to have a ‘‘room author’’; 
that is, the children are to take an especial interest in and make an especial 
study of some one author. Yet this author’s work shall by no means be the 
only selections of the grade. Whenever possible the picture of this author 
shall be upon the wall of the room. 
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In Grades IV. to VIII. inclusive, declamations before the whole school are 
to be required twice each year of every pupil. The teacher is to give proper 
oversight to this, and maintain a proper standard by such drill as may be 
necessary. 

These selections shall count as two of the number of required selections for 
these grades. 

Teachers of every grade above the third are expected to take books from 
the Public Library on their own special teacher’s card, and reissue them to 
their pupils, keeping such record of this reissuance as shall serve to keep 
the children responsible for proper use of the books. They will thereby be 
enabled to influence strongly the reading of their pupils.

LANGUAGE. 


The aim of all language study is the ability to express one’s self readily 
and clearly in accurate English. First in importance, therefore, is constant 
practice in expression, both written and oral. Subordinate to this is such 
knowledge of grammar as is necessary, that one may understand the various 
uses of words, construction of sentences, and peculiarities of our language. 

Furthermore, as good English is a matter of imitation and of habit, the 
language of the teacher, the readers, and the literature of the latter grades 
will greatly affect the pupil. 

As all children hear and therefore use imperfect English, the teacher is 
inevitably called upon to correct mistakes as a portion of the language work. 
Reliance must, however, be placed upon constructive and not upon destructive 
work. 

Throughout the course in language, then, give constant written work. Lead 
the children to speak accurately in all recitations, but do not correct all errors 
of English at the moment. Note them, and save them for the language 
lesson. When an error arises from inaccuracy of thought, help the child to 
a simple statement which shall, without his knowing it, correct his error of 
English. 

In the same way note and correct all the grosser forms of mispronuncia- 
tion, especially the clipping of consonants and the shortening of vowel sounds. 
Use phonic drill as-a corrective of these errors. 

Teach such technical grammar as must be taught accurately and thor- 
oughly. Either do not attempt to teach a fact of grammar at all or else see 
that it is thoroughly comprehended. 

In technical terms and definitions be sure that the text-book be carefully 
followed as a standard, that no confusion ensue in the mind of the pupil. 

If at any point the various text-books in use do not coincide, the disagree- 
ment is to be reported to the superintendent for decision, that there may be 
complete uniformity. 

In dictation exercises, reproductions and selections for memorizing, choose 
always good literature. 

Children may early begin original composition, and will take interest in 
it and derive great profit from it if only subjects be assigned which appeal 
to the pupil. The subjects should be those with which the pupil is brought 
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into immediate contact either in school or at home, not abstract or difficult 
ones which do not appeal to him. 

In marking written work for correction throughout the grades make use 
of the following symbols:

Accustom the pupils to express their thoughts orally in correct forms of 
speech, especially by oral reproduction of short stories. 


GRADE II. 


Require clearness and accuracy in statements. Continue the oral repro- 
ductions. Begin writing from dictation. Teach the children to write, with 
proper use of capitals, the date of each or any day. 


GrabeE III. 


Have the pupils begin to express themselves in writing. Continue simple 
dictation exercises. Teach the pupils to write the names of their parents, of 
the town, state, and country. Teach the use of the period in abbreviations, 
the terms singular and plural, regular plurals ending in s, use of apostrophe 
in contractions. Begin written reproduction of short stories. 


GRADE IV. 


Continue the work of the previous grade, making it gradually more difficult. 
Teach simple letter-writing. Begin original work which shall be descriptive 
of pictures, familiar places, or objects, etc. Watch carefully the children’s 
oral expression, and correct it as directed in the introductory statement. 
Teach simple plurals, possessive singular, rules for capitals. Classify sen- 
tences as Statements, Questions, Commands, Exclamations. 

Teach the recognition of nouns, verbs, and adjectives by their meaning. 
Teach the use of quotation marks, and of the comma preceding quotations. 

Use English Spoken and Written, Book I. 
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GRADE V. 


Carry on the written work of the preceding grades, leading the pupils on 
according to their ability. 

Review the preceding work on parts of speech, and include adverbs, pro- 
nouns, and prepositions. Teach also the possessive plural, subject and predi- 
cate, uses of capitals, comparison of adjectives, accuracy in the use of words. 

At the end of this year pupils should understand the simpler uses of all 
the ordinary marks of punctuation. 

Use English Spoken and Written, Book II. 


GRADE VI. 


Continue the written work of the preceding grades. Make a special study 
of letter-writing during this year. Review the previous work on parts of 
_ speech, and teach the recognition of any part of speech by its use in the sen- 
tence. Begin the study of verbs and verb-phrases, and of the tenses, past, 
present, and future. Review subject and predicate, discriminate between 
simple and complete subject, simple and complete predicate. Study clauses 
as such, dependent and independent; compound and easy complex sentences. 
Continue and develop the pupils’ use of the dictionary. 

Use English Spoken and Written, Book IT. 


GRADE VII. 


Continue the written work of all kinds. Give greater prominence to origi- 
nal composition. Choose many of the subjects from the nature work, the 
geography, and the reading. : 

The technical grammar of this grade will include the material of Parts I. 
and II. of the text-book. Review and amplify the work of preceding grades 
on kinds of sentences; parts of speech as shown by their use in the sentence; 
phrases and clauses; verbs and their forms, whether transitive or ,intransi- 
tive, active or passive, verb-phrases and auxiliary verbs. Continue the use 
of the dictionary. 

Begin graphical analysis of easy sentences. 

Use English Spoken and Written, Book III. 


GravDE VIII. 


Go on with the ‘written work and have as much of it as possible. Give 
great variety in it, and try to have the children interested. In both oral 
and written work teach discrimination in selection and use of words. Con- 
tinue dictation. 

Encourage the constant use of the dictionary. 

In grammar review the work of the preceding year. Study nouns, pro- 
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nouns, and adjectives as to their kinds, uses, declension, and parsing; verbs 
as to kinds, verb-forms, tense, mode (except the subjunctive), voice; conju- 
gation, and parsing. Review also conjunctions, with clauses, their kinds, 
and uses in sentences. Continue graphical and oral analysis. 

Use English Spoken and Written, Book III. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


Geography study should not be closely confined to the text-book. So 
far as possible, pupils should go to other books—not other geographies in 
every case—for information, and the teacher should offer them other facts 
orally to arouse their interest and stimulate their attention. Map-drawing— 
especially the use of outline maps—should be given a prominent place, but 
the drawing should be simply done, with a single eye to the advancement of 
the work in geography. In all the grades pay especial attention to products 
and to the world as the dwelling-place of man. 


GRADE III. C 


Give the pupils, by means of oral instruction of as practical a nature as 
possible, an idea of direction, form, and relative size. 

Teach the chief points of the compass. By a map of the school grounds 
upon the board show how the points of compass are represented upon a map 
and how objects may be drawn to a scale. Give the children as good an 
idea as possible of the various natural formations of the earth’s surface, illus- 
trating by sand models on a flat surface. Use the globe to teach them the 
shape of the earth. . 


GRADE IV. 
The work of this year is to follow closely the plan of the text-book; but 
the material offered by the text-book shall be amplified, especially by oral 


instruction; and the child’s interest shall be stimulated in every way. 
Use Tarr and McMurry’s Geography, Book I., Part I. 


GRADE V. 
Continue the work and method of the preceding year. 
Use Tarr and McMurry’s Geography, Book I., Part I. 


GRADE VI. 


The work of this year is a study of North and South America, with the 
study of the United States by sections. 
Use Tarr and McMurry’s Geography, Book II., Part I. 
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GrRavDE VII. 


With carefully chosen amplification by oral instruction and some outside 
reading, follow the material and method of the text-book, omitting the por- 
tion dealing with South America. 

Use Tarr and MceMurry’s Geography, Book II., Part IT. 


ARITHMETIC. - 


Throughout the work in arithmetic the aim of the teacher should be thor- 
oughness and accuracy in the pupils’ work, with such quickness as may be 
obtained without sacrifice of accuracy. Constant review of principles al- 
ready studied, and plenty of oral work in connection with written work, is 
absolutely required. Great care should be exercised, by comparison with 
the various text-books and by consultation among the teachers and with 
the superintendent, that definitions and methods should be uniform through- 
out the grades. 

Pupils must not be required to learn rules without a determined attempt 
on the part of both teacher and pupil to make them understood. In certain 
cases, however, of which square and cube root may be taken as an extreme 
example, children will not readily grasp the reason for the processes. They 
may, none the less, learn the method and be able to use it accurately, and 
should be required to do so. 


GRADE I. 


Develop the numbers 1 to 10 by the use of objects. Have the numbers 
written in words and in Arabic and Roman characters. Add and subtract, 
multiply and divide, with objects and with and without figures. Teach 
division into halves, thirds, and fourths, and combination again to the whole 
by means of objects. Teach the one, five, and ten cent pieces in transactions 
among the pupils. Teach the pint, quart, and peck. Use number cards, 
giving much practice in adding short columns up to ten, and verify by sub- 
traction. 


GRADE II. 


Teach addition, subtraction, multiplication, and even division of numbers 
to 25, no multiplier or divisor greater than 12 being used. Teach the equal 
fractional parts of numbers to 25. Have the pupils write in figures and in 
words the numbers from 1 to 50. Teach Roman numerals to 50. Teach 
written operations in addition, subtraction, multiplication, and division to 
25, one number being greater, the other less, than 10. Continue the use of 
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money in transactions. Teach the number of cents in the dollar, quarts in 
the peck, pecks in the bushel, and units in the dozen. 
Use Walsh’s New Primary Arithmetic. 


Grape III. 


Teach equal fractional parts of numbers to 144 using no denominator 

larger than 12. Verify addition by subtraction. Teach the remaining 
Roman numerals. 
- Teach the number of gills in a pint, pints in a quart, quarts in a gallon, 
ounces in a pound, seconds in a minute, minutes in an hour, hours in a day, 
days in a year, inches in a foot, and feet in a yard, with customary abbrevia- 
tions for these terms. Test and confirm this work by simple examples. See 
that the children are all able to tell time accurately from a clock or watch. 

Use Walsh’s New Primary Arithmetic. . 


GRADE IV. 


Teach the pupils to read and write numbers to one million. Drill con- 
stantly on multiplication and division by numbers of not more than three 
figures, and, to a less degree, on addition and subtraction. Teach the pupils 
to read and write tenths and hundredths and to add and subtract them. 
Teach them to read and write common fractions and the names of the terms 
used. Teach the number of square inches in a square foot and of square 
feet in a square yard, with abbreviations. Give simple examples in reduc- 
tion of these quantities and of all others previously taught. 

Teach the following terms used in the four operations: Sum, Difference, 
Product, Quotient, Minuend, Subtrahend, Multiplicand and Multiplier, Divi- 
dend and Divisor. 

- Use Walsh’s New Primary Arithmetic. 


GRADE V. 


Teach the operations of common fractions, grading the difficulties carefully 
throughout the year. Teach factoring, kinds of factors; complete time 
measure, and give simple problems in this measure. Teach addition, sub- 
traction, and multiplication of decimals, using no smaller fraction than 
millionths. . 

Use Hamilton’s Intermediate Arithmetic and Stone-Millis Intermediate 
Arithmetic. 


GRADE VI. 


Review preceding work with care and thoroughness, especially common 
fractions. Make the examples in denominate numbers more difficult. Teach 
greatest common divisor and least common multiple. Review the operations 
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with decimals. Increase the number of decimal places involved, and include 
division of decimals. Teach the reduction of common fractions to decimals. 
Teach United States money. 

Use Hamilton’s Intermediate Arithmetic and Stone-Millis Intermediate 
Arithmetic. 


GrabeE VII. 


Review common and decimal fractions, and then go on to denominate 
numbers with measurement examples involving these numbers. Then take 
up percentage, and its application to profit and loss, trade discount, insurance 
taxes and interest. All problems of this application are to be very simple, 
and illustrative of the principle of percentage, except those on interest. This 
subject is to be given special attention, and is to be taught by the so-called 
6 per cent. method. Even this shall be limited to the simpler combinations, 
but should involve both speed and accuracy. 

Use Wentworth-Smith Arithmetic, Book II. 


GrabE VIII. 


Begin the year with a review, especially of Percentage, and develop the 
work in interest with less simple combinations, and including the various 
relations of principal, time, and rate. Then teach compound interest and 
bank discount. 

Teach the metric system, ratio and proportion, involution, square root, 
and mensuration. Make the teaching of the metric system exceedingly 
objective. ; 

Encourage individuality, and develop the reasoning power of the pupils in 
every possible way. 

Use Wentworth-Smith Arithmetic, Book III., and Dubbs’ Arithmetical 
Problems. 


DRILL WORK IN ARITHMETIC. 


For drill work in Grades IV. to VII. inclusive, make use of Lyon’s Calcula- 
tion Series. Observe carefully the instructions as to speed and method. 

Grade IV. shall begin tablet No. 1 and use from 10 to 15 pages. 

Grade V. shall continue and complete this tablet and make some beginning 
of tablet No. 2. 

Grade VI. shall complete tablet No. 2 

Grade VII. shall use, and presumably complete, tablet No. 3. 
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BOOK-KEEPING. 


Grave VIII. 


Pupils who have successfully completed this course should be able to keep 
books for themselves or for others, according to the forms presented in the 
text. Constant review will be found necessary, and the pupils should thor- 
oughly understand the purpose of every detail. See that the pupils are able 
to rule for themselves the paper needed for any form of book. Include making 
of bills in correct form. Explain and illustrate the ordinary commercial 
forms,—checks, drafts, notes, etc. 

Use Meservey’s Single Entry Book-keeping. 


PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIENE. 


The law of the State requires that physiology, especially as regards the 
evil effects of narcotics and alcohol upon the body, shall be taught in every 
school. 

In accordance with this law there shall be in every school oral instruction 
of a definite nature which shall accord with the requirement of the law. Care 
shall be taken by the teachers that the statements made by them shall be 
strictly in accordance with the facts and that the teaching with regard to 
narcotics and alcohol shall be ethical rather than too baldly physiological. 
Yet the physiological facts shall be so clearly presented that the pupil shall 
remember and be influenced by them. In matters of hygiene the principles 
of cleanliness shall be insisted upon in theory and in practice. Children 
must be clean, and be taught the necessity for cleanliness and its relation to 
health. 

Such practices as wearing rubbers upon the feet during school hours shall 
not be permitted, and the reason for the requirement made clearly understood. 

A proper position of the pupils, both sitting and standing, shall be insisted 
upon, and the advantage of the adjustable furniture shall be utilized to the 
fullest extent. 

No session shall be prolonged more than one and one-half hours without 
some form of recess, during which the windows shall be opened and the outer 
air allowed to enter. 

Many of these recesses will be gymnastic recesses only, and the exercises 
for these periods shall be in accordance with the Swedish system, as arranged 
by Enebuske, and copies of the book of exercises will be furnished the teacher. 

These exercises are to be given for one period of ten minutes and another 
of five minutes each day. Each period shall include the exercises for deep 
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breathing, and those exercises which deepen the chest and straighten the 
shoulders shall be made of the first importance. 

In all except the most severe weather—days of extreme cold, or driving 
storms—the windows of the schoolrooms shall be open for ventilation. If 
the windows are opened at the top, and on one side only, away from the wind, 
draughts can usually be avoided, and the air kept fresh and clear. Teachers 
must realize that close and overheated rooms defeat every effort for mental 
activity of the child, as well as being detrimental to health. 

The temperature at the level of the pupils’ desks ought never to be below 
60° or over 68°. 65° is the ideal. 


GRADE VII. 


In this grade formal instruction in physiology shall be given, although 
much of the instruction should even here be oral and ethical. 

In teaching cleanliness in its wider sense, the pupil may learn of the evils 
of overcrowded dwellings, of the need of clean streets, of proper disposal of 
garbage and rubbish, and the need of frequent bathing. He will learn that 
disease may be lessened by pure water and milk, by fresh air and good food, 
and should learn some of the methods by which these results may be obtained, 
such as inspection of food, seclusion of the sick, vaccination, and the like. In 
the formal instruction use Millard’s Physiology Reader. 


HISTORY. 


History should never be a mere memorizing of disconnected facts. It 
should give vivid and correct impressions of times and men gone by, it should 
stimulate to higher ideals, it should make the pupil more appreciative of 
his country and more aware of his duties as a citizen in the future. 

It should be so taught, especially in the later work, as to stimulate the 
pupil’s powers of originality, make him more logical and more thoughtful in 
all his reading. It will not reach these results unless it is progressive, that 
is, unless each year makes needful a little more power and concentration of 
thought than the year before, and certainly cannot reach them if it be merely 
a memorizing exercise. Yet what must be memorized as a skeleton to sup- 
port the rest should be absolutely mastered. 

In all work make all possible use of reference books of every kind.» When 
there is a text-book in the pupil’s hand, do not rely too much upon it. Below 
the sixth grade no text-book will be used. 
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GrabDes I. anp II. 


In these grades deal with the American Indian and with the Eskimo. 
Require nothing to be learned, but interest the children, and trust to this 
interest for memory. Tell stories or read aloud stories about the Eskimo 
and his dogs and snow hut, and in the same way about the Indian’s home, 
his dress, his bow and arrow and axe, his canoe, his hunting and fishing, his 
squaw and papoose. Centre the stories, whenever possible, about a picture. 
Try to show the children stone arrowheads and other such objects. Draw 
pictures upon the blackboard. Give the children also an idea of the rough 
and unsettled condition of the country at that time. 

Use the Perry pictures, Starr’s Indian Reader. 

The story of Hiawatha, Longfellow’s Hiawatha, etc. 

In Grade I. use only the simplest material and that which appeals to the 
eye, leaving the rest for Grade II. 


Graves III. anp IV. 


The work in these grades is not yet formal study, and only a limited amount 
of actual memorizing will be required. It may be and should be carried out 
with much thoroughness, however, and the pupil will remember a great deal 
of what he is told if he finds it interesting. 

Try to present a series of narrations, each complete in itself, interesting, 
clear, with one central figure. That central figure will most often be a man 
or a woman; that is, the method shall be chiefly biographical. It may be 
at times, however, some building or place or ship. In all cases make con- 
stant use of pictures. 


GRADE III. 


Tell of Ericson, Columbus, and Cabot; of the founding of St. Augustine, 
Jamestown, and Plymouth. 


GRADE IV. 


Tell of Henry Hudson and the New York Colony; of Penn and his colony; 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony. Teach carefully the names of the thirteen 
original colonies, and explain the meaning of the number of stripes and stars 
in our flag. 


GRADE V. 


Continue the work on similar lines. Tell the story of Wolfe, and show the 
importance of his work. Base most of the work of the year on the men of 
our Revolution and their deeds. It should include stories of Patrick Henry, 
Israel Putnam, Samuel Adams, Benedict Arnold, Horatio Gates, John Paul 
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Jones, and George Washington, each in proper setting of time and place; 
and as a whole should give some idea of the cause and results of the Revo- 
lution. Make more use of supplementary reading than in previous years, 
and to some degree base the language work upon the history. 


GRADE VI. 


In this grade formal history study is to begin, and a text-book is to be used. 
Review the ground covered in preceding grades with all possible thoroughness. 
Unite the loose threads into a whole. establish the principle that history study, 
like everything else that is good, means some hard work. . Cover the ground 
as far as the close of the Revolutionary War. 

Use two periods weekly. 

Use Montgomery’s Elementary History. 


GRADE VII. 


Continue as in the last grade, but with more thoroughness and more syste- 
matically, as the development of the pupil may permit. Bring the work 
down to the present day. Begin the use of text-books of reference and 
develop thoroughly one or two subjects as a training for the next year’s work. 
Use two periods weekly. 

Use Montgomery’s Elementary History. 


GrRabDE VIII. 


The work of this year will bring the class through to the history of our own 
day. Especial care must be used that the standard of requirement should 
accord with the increased age and capacity of the pupils, and the possibility 
that in some cases the education of the child stops here, so far as the schools 
are concerned. He should be required to do all possible thinking for him- 
self, should be led to consider the achievements of peace rather than of war, 
and should see in the wars the self-sacrifice of patriotic citizens more than 
the glory of military power. 

Constant discrimination should be made between what the pupil is to read 
and study in order to gain a general impression of his country’s history and 
what he is to commit to memory. The former should be as extensive as 
possible, including all the text and some outside reading. The latter should 
not include too much to make accuracy possible. Pay much attention to 
the geographical portion of the history and make wise use of maps. 

Use Channing’s Elements of United States History. 
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ELEMENTARY SCIENCE. 


Every child is interested in the things about him. Nature study should 
stimulate this interest. Take advantage of it, and make it more intelligent. 
It should be distinctly objective, and deal with things near the child. So 
far as possible, it should lead him rather than drive him. ‘That is, it is better 
for him to bring a new flower to school and ask about it than for the teacher 
to bring it and tell him about it. Furthermore, it is better that he love 
flowers and birds than that he merely know many facts about them. In 
the case of minerals, woods, and objects which commerce alone brings near 
him, of course the investigation must be begun by the teacher, but even then 
the child should rely strongly upon his own observations. 

Make the instruction oral, without text-book. Use reference books. 
Make the nature study to some extent the basis of language work. 


WEATHER OBSERVATION. 


Every room is to keep a weather record more or less full, according to grade. 


GrabDeEs I. anp II. 


Cause the pupils to observe the various forms of moisture, rain, hail, snow, 
frost, ice, and the weather conditions accompanying each. 


GrRabDEs III. anv IV. 
Study the changes of the seasons in connection with length of day, tem- 
perature, and changes in the conditions of plant and animal life. 


GRADE V. 


Observe the position of the sun at various seasons, and show the connec- 
tion of these changes with the changes of the seasons. Observe the positions 
and phases of the moon. 


GRADE VI. 
Observe and study winds and storms. Explain the value of weather ob- 
servation and weather reports. 
GraDE VII. 


Make some detailed study of the thermometer and the barometer. Ex- 
plain the principle and the value of each in weather observations. 
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GRADE VIII. 


Make the weather record full and logical. Teach the meaning and value 
of the government weather reports. Keep these posted in the schoolroom. 
Observe the positions of the planets when they are noticeably bright. 


PLANT LIFE. 


GRaADEs I. anp II. 


Have the children bring in flowers. Observe the colors and delicacy of 
the parts, teach the names of the common kinds, explain the most obvious 
parts of plants, such as stem, leaves, and roots. 


GrabDeE III. 


Increase the acquaintance with flowers by name. Observe to some extent 
the place of growth of various sorts, tell about the roots, leaves, buds, stems, 
their growth and uses. 


GravDE IV. 


Show how man has made various plants serve him, and tell about such 
commercial products as cotton, coffee, and the banana. In autumn study 
seed-distribution in a simple way. 


GRADE V. 


Continue observing and learning the names of flowers. Study buds and 
their parts and the shape of leaves. Study especially the following trees: 
Maple, Oak, Birch, Spruce, Willow, Elm. 


GRADE VI. 


Continue the flower study. Amplify what has already been learned of 
seed-distribution. In connection with the Geography study plants of com- 
mercial value. Study especially the following trees: Pine, Cedar, Ash, Hem- 
lock, Poplar, Larch. 


GravE VII. 


Continue the flower study. Study also flower parts, their uses and devel- 
opment. Study especially the following trees: Alder, Locust, Chestnut, 
Buttonwood, Hickory. 
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Grave VIII. 


Continue the flower study. Give some elementary idea of botanical clas- 
sification and its basis. Review the Maple, Oak, Poplar, Pine, and Birch, 
and discriminate between the common varieties. Add to the list of trees 
previously learned the following: Basswood, Butternut, Hornbeam. 


ANIMAL LIFE. 


Grapes I. anp II. 


In these grades talk to the children of simple domesticated animals and 
pets. Observe their habits and food, and show the relation of these to their 
structure, size, and color. Encourage the children to observe the birds, to 
know the names of the most common, and to listen to their songs. 


Graves III. anp IV. 


Continue the observation of birds. Study their habits in a simple way. 
Observe which are destructive, which are useful or lovable. Watch for and 
check the cruelty to small animals so common at this period of the child’s life. 

In Grade IV. the children are to be organized as a branch of the Massachu- 
setts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, as the best method 
of influencing them at this most susceptible time. 


GRADE V. 


Elaborate the bird-observation. Observe the transition of moths and 
butterflies. Continue efforts against cruelty. 


GRADE VI. 


Have the children use the reference book on birds. Explain the simpler 
terms and names of parts used in describing the birds. Study objectively 
and fully some one insect, a grasshopper or cricket, and observe other common 
insects. 


GrRabDE VII. 


Continue the use of the reference book on birds. Observe insects. Study 
especially the common fly and mosquito. Relate this study to the work in 
physiology in this grade. 

Grave VIII. 


Continue the work with birds. Study harmful insects, such as gypsy and 
brown-tail moths, San José scale, and the elm-beetle. 
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MINERALS. 


Let the study of minerals be chiefly in the winter term. 
Make constant use of the mineral cabinet. 


Graves I. anp II. 
Study coal, mica, slate. 
Grave III. 


Observe the structure and formation of ice. Teach limestone and quartz. 


GRADE IV. 


Study coal more fully, especially its origin. Study salt and salt crystals, 
and its production as an article of commerce. 


GRADE V. 


Study the common building stones. Learn where they are quarried and 
how. Make a collection of specimens. 


Grave VI. 


Study limestone, with its effect on water. Study slate and sandstone, 
their formation and position in strata. Review the use of these and other 
stones. 

Grapes VII. 


In connection with the Geography study mines and their products from 
the point of view of commerce and industry. 


GravDE VIII. 


Let the study of minerals in this grade be on a geological basis, amounting 
to elementary physical geography. Include erosion, its effects and impor- 
tance to mankind. 


MUSIC. 


GRADE I. 


This year’s work plans merely to find the singing voice of the child. At 
the beginning of the year about 15 per cent. of the little ones have no appre- 
ciation of the rise and fall of musical sounds. During the year almost all of 
this 15 per cent. are taught to sing the tones of the scale. The work is made 
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enjoyable by the use of many rote-songs. No attempt is made to develop 
any but very simple reasoning. 
Use Ginn’s Introductory Chart. 


GRADE II. 


The plan of this year is similar to that of last, but much progress can be 
made with the now awakened understanding. Attention is drawn to the 
notation, and the various notes and rests are copied by the pupil. The beat- 
ing of time by the pupil is begun this year, intervals of the scale are enlarged 
and more independence is gained. 

Use Introductory Sight Singing Melodies. 


Grave III. 


Continue the work of last year. Here begins the reading of the pitches 
(letters) in the different keys, naming of tones sung by the teacher, ‘copying 
of exercises, and individual singing. 

The work is now made more difficult, but the individual exercises for read- 
ing are of the simplest nature.

GRADE IV. 


In this year is begun the division of the beat in time and the division of 
the tone in tune. The work includes two sounds to the beat, the dotted half- 
beat, the chromatic scale, songs and exercises in one and two voices, naming 
of tones heard and copying exercises. .

Enlarge and develop the work of last year. Include transposition of writ- 
ten exercises and much chromatic dictation.

Voices are here divided into three parts, and the study of three-part music 
is begun. Chromatics are continued, and also the major and minor relatives 
are studied.

Continue and enlarge upon the work of last year. Develop the study of 
chords. ‘Transposition exercises are begun.

MANUAL TRAINING. 


Manual training is taught in Grades V., VI., VII., and VIII. 

The work consists chiefly of the making of models graded as to difficulty 
and calculated to give familiarity with the use of an increasing number of tools. 

The course as indicated below is subject to variation to fit various classes 
and above all to meet the needs of individual pupils, and is therefore not 
arbitrarily adhered to. 

Instruction in the care and use of tools is a most important part of the 
work in all the grades. 

All grades work from sketches, written description, or working drawings. 

In the two upper grades simple working drawings are made wherever the 
work under construction makes it advisable. 

Oral instruction illustrated by pictures or by various specimens of wood 
is given, dealing with the growth, manufacture, preservation, and uses of 
lumber.

In addition to the models of this year, the class does such work of con- 
struction or repair on the school premises as may be practical, as a demon- 
stration of the value of what the pupils have learned in the course. 


DRAWING AND MANUAL ART. 


The basic purpose of drawing should be a development of self-expression 
through the hand, and an increased power of observation. Drawing is, there- 
fore, useful to all children, and benefits many who have little of artistic tem- 
perament or ability. Especially in the lower grades the work is largely a 
species of manual education, designed to furnish that muscular training which 
education has so vitally lacked in the past. In the upper grades, where work 
in manual training at the bench or with the needle has been begun, the artis- 
tic side of this department becomes more pronounced. In all grades chil- 
dren of distinct artistic ability are to be encouraged, and forwarded so far as 
possible, especially in the later years of the course.

HIGH SCHOOL. 


The high-school programme covers four years. Pupils preparing for col- 
lege will often need five years, although pupils of sound body and good ability 
of mind should do the work in four. Preparation for normal school or tech- 
nical school will usually require but four years. 

For graduation, sixteen courses are required—four per year. Pupils who 
have passed three courses become nominally members of the Sophomore 
class with one condition, but those who have passed but two are still rated 
as Freshman. In the same way seven, but not six, gives partial promotion 
to the Junior class; and eleven, to the Senior class. Neither graduation nor 
full promotion can be given for less than the full requirement of four courses 
per year. Any pupil may, and many pupils should, spread the sixteen courses 
over a five-year programme, thus giving time for music, or home work, or— 
in the case of slow pupils—better results and greater thoroughness. 

The courses offered by the school are intended to prepare pupils for college, 
technical school, or normal school; or to fit in a general way for life those 
pupils whose formal education is to stop at graduation. It is not to be under- 
stood that a correct plan of studies, or mere presence in class, or a low pass- 
mark fits a pupil for examinations elsewhere. The required mark for certifi- 
cation, at such colleges as accept certification, is 80 per cent. Only those 
pupils whose marks are above 80 per cent., therefore, may look forward with 
any confidence to their college examinations, although pupils of less rating 
sometimes do enter college and do succeed after entrance.

The courses may be arranged in any reasonable combination to suit the 
needs of various pupils. Many such combinations are possible, but in prac- 
tice about nine of these, five non-collegiate and four collegiate, will be found 
useful. 

The subjects of the non-collegiate programme in the subjoined list are 
intended for those whose formal education is to cease with graduation. These 
studies are expected to produce in the pupil some power to use his mind 
with control and definite purpose, and to give him some power of concentra- 
tion. They are intended to acquaint him with the most obvious facts of the 
world of nature through science, and with the world of humankind through 
history and literature. Finally, opportunity is offered to each pupil to 
express himself and his own conception of what he sees and learns, through 
practice in the spoken word and in writing. 

Pupils who have completed the collegiate programme with proper standing 
will be able to meet the requirement of college entrance.

EXPLANATION OF COURSES. 


ENGLISH. 


The English work of the school is deemed to be first in order of importance. 
It continues throughout the four years of the school. 

In each course certain notable pieces of literature are read, discussed, and 
studied. These furnish the basis of the work in composition and in rhetoric. 
Great effort is made to choose not only good literature, but literature that 
will appeal to young people: even more, not merely literature that will appeal 
to young people in general, but will appeal to the young people of this particu- 
lar school. 

In each course a weekly theme or other form of oral or written composi- 
tion is required. In connection with this theme, every pupil has an indi- 
vidual conference with the instructor, and errors are pointed out and sug- 
gestions are made in a personal and individual way. This is an unusual 
advantage to the pupil. 

In rhetoric definite work is done in each course. In the lower two years 
the rhetoric is really a review of the work in English grammar already given 
in the lower grades: in the last two years it becomes more truly a study of 
the structure and methods of literary English. 

In the lower two years, also, is given a weekly lesson in spelling, written or 
oral, or both, with frequent reviews of misspelled words. 

In Courses IV., III., IJ., and I., during the year each pupil is required to 
read and make a satisfactory written report on five books chosen from a list 
which offers a wide range of selection.

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The weekly themes are based on these books, or on the books for outside 
reading, or any subject of interest that may present itself. 

The rhetoric work of this year is based upon Hitchcock’s New Practice 
Book in English Composition. Part I. is used in connection with the weekly 
theme. This course deals especially with the sections on narration (both 
reproduction and experience), with description, and with letter-writing. 

Part II., Chapters 13-22 are the basis of the rhetoric study of this course, 
but not every exercise is included, choice being made according to time and 
circumstance. 

The weekly lesson in spelling is one page of Chew’s High School Speller; 
these advance lessons are interspersed with review lessons based upon such 
of these words as are most often misspelled. 

EnatutisH III. studies the following books:— 


Silas Marner. Cricket on the Hearth. 
Merchant of Venice. Life of Goldsmith. 
Franklin’s Autobiography. The Ancient Mariner.

Weekly theme as in English IV. 

In rhetoric, Part 1. of the Hitchcock is to be completed, but without de- 
tailed study of argument and paragraphing: the principles presented in the 
text-book are applied to the weekly theme. 

Part II. is reviewed, and in Part III. Chapters 23-29 are studied. Chapters 
30 and 31 are used for reference only. 

In spelling, the work and method used in English IV. is continued. 

EneuisuH I. and Eneutsx II. are consolidated each year into a double course 
known as English I. and II., including all Juniors, and all Seniors who do not 
elect English A. A double list of books is provided for use in alternate years, 
and the list of outside reading will be wholly separate in the senior year from 
the list of the junior year. This separation of outside reading and of theme 
work is made possible by the individual conference system. Pupils for 
whom the repetition of the work in rhetoric is needless may be excused, but 
that is rarely necessary or advisable.

EneuisH I. and II. covers Part I., with a study of rules for punctuation, and 
figures of speech from the appendix. Parts II. and III. are used, so far as is 
possible and profitable, for reference and help in literature study. 

EncuisH A studies the books required from year to year by the examination 
requirements for college. At present the list is as follows:— 


Selections from Washington and Webster. Milton’s Minor Poems. 
Macbeth, or Julius Cesar. Emerson’s Essays. 
Macaulay’s Life of Johnson. 


Weekly themes are as in previous courses, but in subject and method with 
especial reference to the college entrance requirement. 

- Outside reading in this course consists of ten books chosen from the list 

prepared by the College Entrance Examination Board. 

In rhetoric Parts IJ. and III. are reviewed so far as they were already used 
in English I. and IJ., and further use is made of the material in its application 
to the texts used for study. Use is also made of the section on versification 
in the appendix. 


LATIN. 


Four courses are offered in Latin. No credit will be given for the first year 
unless a second year also is completed. Pupils in the Technology course 
may profitably take two years without the third, to meet the requirement, 
and furnish a basis for the modern language work. Other pupils may dis- 
continue Latin at the end of two years if they wish, but are distinctly advised 
against taking up Latin for two years only—the wise minimum is three years. 
No pupil in the school is required to take Latin, and only pupils of some 
ability and industry should elect it. Other pupils are likely to fail in the 
work, and lose standing in their class. 

Latin IV. uses as text-book Smith’s Latin Lessons. This book should be 
completed by May 1, and the rest of the year devoted to the simple Latin 
of Viri Romae. 

Latin III. is expected to begin with Cesar, and read about 314 books of 
the “Gallic War.’”’ Portions of the “Civil War” may be substituted. This 
should be completed in time to read 500 lines of Ovid’s Metamorphoses. Latin 
Composition (Jones’ Latin Prose) is given once a week. 

LaTIN II. is to begin with another 500 lines of Ovid, and then turn to Cicero, 
beginning with the Manilian Law, and reading next two of the Catiline (or 
more if time permits), ending the year with the Archias. Jones’ Latin Prose 
will this year be completed. 
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Latin I. completes the equivalent of six books of Vergil, reviews the Cicero 
and advances in prose composition by oral and written work on the Cicero 
in the Daniell-Brown Latin Prose. If time permits, Cicero (any of the 
Catiline not previously read, or one of the two essays de Amicitia or de Senec- 
tute) may be taken up at the close of the year. 


FRENCH. 


Pupils who elect French and who do not take Latin are required to take 
it for three years. Most pupils who have taken Latin also take French for 
two or three years, as an elective. 

The customary study of grammar with practice in translation is varied 
by practice in oral or written French composition, practice in conversation, 
French songs, practice in understanding French as read aloud, with an occa- 
sional French play of a simple sort. In the advanced class considerable out- 
side reading of French books is done. Use is made of magazines or papers 
in the French language. ; 

In FrencuH IV. the text-book of grammar is Chardenal’s Complete French 
Course. Fifty lessons are covered in this book. The last third of the year 
is spent on Lectures Faciles, with work on grammar, translation, and espe- 
cially oral practice. For translation Contes et Legendes is used, with pos- 
sibly other material from the text-book list. 

FRENCH III. is a continuation of French IV., but Sophomores who have 
had Latin usually take this course as beginners. The course begins with Le 
Premier Livre, a text-book of French in French, which is changed after the 
first half-year for Brooks’ Revised Chardenal, of which sixty lessons are com- 
pleted. All conjugations of verbs and fifteen irregular verbs are studied. 

Translation is begun with Le Frangais et Sa Patrie, followed by other texts 
as time permits. 

FRENCH II. reviews sixty lessons of the Chardenal, and in advance covers 
forty lessons. Francois Composition is used and completed. Special drill is 
given on verb-forms and stress is laid on practice in sight translation. 

Texts for translation include Colomba, Philosophe sous les Toits, Mlle. de 
la Seigliére, and selections from Super’s French Reader, with others as time 
permits. 

FRENCH I. is especially for college preparation, though non-collegiate pupils, 
if fond of French, may well elect it. The Chardenal is reviewed and com- 
pleted. Koren’s French Composition is used; and a weekly French theme 
is required. Text-books for translation include Le Cid, Athalie, Les Misé- 
rables, and others. 

Bowen’s French Lyrics is used to give some acquaintance with French 
poets and poetry. These lyrics are not merely translated, but are studied 
as poetry. 
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Four books are required for outside reading. French stories are read aloud 
to the pupils, that they may have practice in understanding the language 
through the ear as well as the eye. 


GERMAN. 


The courses in German are primarily to meet the Technology requirement. 
As they are for Juniors and Seniors who have already studied Latin or French 
or both, rapid progress is made, and a collegiate basis of quantity and quality 
of work is maintained. Non-collegiate pupils who elect these courses must 
bear these facts in mind. 

GERMAN II. completes Ball’s German Grammar and reads such texts as 
Im Vaterland, Der Neffe als Onkel, Zerbrochene Krug, L’Arrabiata, and 
Schwiegersohn. 

GERMAN I. deals with such texts as Germelshausen, Die Journalisten, Der 
Neue Plutarch and Die Jungfrau von Orleans. 

Written and oral composition is based upon Harris’ German Composition. 
As a valuable method for pronunciation and to vary the monotony of a very 
thorough course, use is made of the many German songs which are so avail- 
able. 


MATHEMATICS. 


ALGEBRA IV. is arequired subject. That this course may not be an undue 
obstacle to promotion, it is conducted in two sections. One of these com- 
pletes a full year’s Algebra work, and is the basis of the more advanced 
Algebra of the college requirement: the other is more elementary both in 
quality and quantity, and aims to give mental discipline, arithmetical accu- 
racy, and logicalness with Algebra a secondary matter. 

The text-book is Wells and Hart Algebra. The ground to be covered in 
the upper section includes the four fundamental operations, simple equations, 
factoring, fractions and fractional equations, simultaneous equations of the 
first degree, involution and evolution, and quadratic equations. 

Geometry is reckoned especially valuable in its training in logicalness, pre- 
cision of thought, and inventiveness of method. The Stone-Millis Plane 
Geometry is used, but not much dependence is placed in the text-book. Orig- 
inal propositions are frequent, and every effort is made to defeat memorizing 
method, and develop a real geometry-habit. 

Maruematics A includes both Algebra and Geometry. Algebra is usually 
given three periods weekly and Geometry two periods. Pupils in Algebra A 
must previously have taken Algebra IV.; pupils in Geometry A must have 
taken Geometry III. 

Algebra A reviews and develops the work of Algebra IV.; adds a study of 
progressions, inequalities, solution of equations in quadratic form, simulta- 


ie 
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neous quadratics, radicals, graphic solution of quadratics, binomial theorem, 
negative and fractional exponents. It gives preparation for college entrance 
examinations. 

Geometry A reviews the work of Geometry III., includes certain proposi- 
tions there omitted, gives extensive practice in original solutions, and in 
constructional and arithmetical problems. It gives preparation for college 
entrance examinations. 

Maruematics E, including Solid Geometry and Advanced Algebra or 
Trigonometry, is given in any year when candidates for Technology or college 
may need it. 

It is wholly a college-preparatory course. 


SCIENCE. 


The science courses of the school are four, one in each year. They are 
General Science, Natural Science, Chemistry, and Physics, and are given in 
that order. 

GENERAL ScIENCE, Science IV., has for text-book Hessler’s Elementary 
Science. The course deals with practical application of various sciences in 
everyday life and serves as an introduction to the science work of the next 
three years. It is distinctly valuable to girls who plan to take the courses 
in Domestic Science. It should be taken by all pupils other than those fol- 
lowing a strictly collegiate course. 

Part of the time of this course is given to laboratory work, and the proper 
method of recording experiments and observations is an important feature 
of the course. 

NATURAL SCIENCE, Science III., deals with Physical Geography during the 
first half-year and Botany the second half-year. At times other subjects— 
Astronomy or Zoédlogy—may be substituted for the Botany. In Botany the 
laboratory method is followed and the work is made as practical and useful 
as possible. 

This course, like the last one, is important to many classes of pupils—boys 
interested in agriculture or girls who are to take Domestic Science. 

The text-books are Tarr’s Physical Geography and Peabody & Hunt’s 
Elementary Plant Biology. 

CHEMISTRY, Science II., has for text-book Newell’s General Chemistry, and 
the teaching is re-enforced by constant experimental laboratory work by the 
pupil. Careful note-book work is a feature of the work. 

. Sufficient time is given to theory to enable a pupil to grasp the general 
principles and mathematical accuracy underlying all chemical combinations; 
but, as a whole, the work is very practical and treats of many of the great 
commercial activities,—mining, reduction of ores, glass-making, manufact- 
ure of acids and other chemicals, and the like. From another side it deals 
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with the chemistry of foods and their purity and wholesomeness and the 
chemistry of cooking. 

Puysics, Science I., uses as text-book Carhart & Chute’s Physics. 

This course is primarily a college course: non-collegiate pupils of scientific 
or mathematical taste will find it valuable. Others should not choose it. 
The course consists largely of experimental work, with the study of the under- 
lying theories of physics, and mathematical exercises based upon these theories. 

The note-book work is, as usual, important and carefully guided by the 
teacher. 


HIsTory. 


Three courses in History are offered: History IV., Ancient History, in the 
Freshman year; History II., English History, in the Junior year; and His- 
tory I., United States History, in the Senior year. 

These courses include not only study of a text-book, but also outside read- 
ing on various topics, map-work, written reports, and note-book work. ‘They 
are of the utmost value in giving an outlook on the fields of literature on the 
one hand and of politics on the other. 

History IV. uses West’s Ancient World as text-book, Part I. dealing with 
the history of Greece and the Oriental nations, Part II. with the history of 
Rome. Pupils intending to follow the regular collegiate programme should 
usually elect this course. 

History IJ. uses Andrews’ Shorter History as text-book. This course is 
useful, first, as making clear the varied background of English literature; 
second, as explaining more:clearly the inheritance of American history from 
the mother country; and in this way leads directly to the course in American 
History. 

History I. uses as text-book Channing’s Students’ History of the United 
States. The work of the year includes a study of the Constitution, the his- 
tory of political parties, the various policies of the nation, and some of the 
principles of political economy. 

The public schools exist primarily to produce good citizens. Perhaps no 
one course can contribute so much toward that end as this course in the 
history of the nation, to which we as citizens are bound to contribute each 
our share of service. 


DoMEsTIC SCIENCE. 


Three courses in Domestic Science are given for the girls. In each course 
the practical and the theoretical are given due importance, and neither is 
allowed to thrust the other aside. Cooking is done on an ordinary range by 
coal; electric dishes are also used. Sewing includes machine as well as hand 
work. 


_— 
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During cold weather the pupils of the cooking classes prepare a hot lunch 
which is sold to the school-children at cost. 

Domestic Science III. is a course in cooking and its attendant factors. It 
includes the preparation of nourishing food at its lowest possible cost (with 
proper care of dishes, and methods of serving), care of stove, maintenance 
of a fire properly and economically, preparation of food for children and 
invalids. 

DomestTIc ScIENCE IT. is a course in advanced sewing and dressmaking. In 
addition, instruction is given in cost of materials, both for clothing and such 
articles of household use as curtains and carpets and wall papers, with espe- 
cial reference to suitability, beauty, good taste, and economy. 

Domestic Screncz I. is anadvanced course in household matters, including 
a study of prices of foods and avoidance of needless expense, care of plumbing, 
making of beds, purity of water and milk supply, study of the Pure Food Law 
and its effect upon food production, avoidance of the more common forms of 
contagious diseases, and in general a development of the work of Domestic 
Science III. beyond the limits possible in a one-year course. 


MANvuAL TRAINING. 


Manual Training IV. is given three days per week, two periods each day. 
The course includes cabinet-making, use of power-lathe for wood-turning, and 
elements of building construction, with sufficient mechanical drawing to 
enable the pupil to make a complete working drawing of every project. Talks 
on tools and materials used in the arts will be given; and pupils will be re- 
quired to show a reasonable working knowledge of cost and uses of material. 

Manual Training III. has the same number of meetings and length of period 
as Manual Training IV. The work is elementary mechanical drawing, and 
includes geometrical problems and orthographic projection. 

An elective part-time course, not counting for graduation, is given after 
school hours, two days weekly, in more advanced mechanical drawing. 


Music. 


Music is required once weekly of all pupils, with a few exceptions. In 
addition many opportunities for pleasurable singing are afforded. 

During the four years it is the constant effort, while reviewing much of 
the lower school work, to develop a knowledge of and love for that which is 
best in music. To that end free use is made of selections from the books 
stated below, together with many selections published in sheet form, and in- 
strumental music on the pianola is also used to give some appreciation and 
cultivate a good musical taste. In the choral singing especial effort is made 
to accustom the children to follow the baton of the conductor. It is felt 
that this unity of effort is a valuable part of education in young people to-day. 
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Books used are Songs of the Nation, Haleyon Song Book, and the Laurel 
Music Reader. 


DRAWING. 


Drawing is required of each pupil once weekly. The general outline of 
work, arranged according to the season of the year, and in order of impor- 
tance, from the freshman to the senior year, is as follows:— 

Theory of color; making of color wheel; study of color harmonies; appli- 
cation of color to home decoration and dress design. 

Nature drawing in pencil, crayon, brush and ink, water color, and pen and 
ink. Use of nature drawing for decorative design; for illuminating of printed 
motto; for stencil work, applied to useful Christmas presents, and to craft 
work, as table runners, bags, and leather and brass work. 

Study of historic ornament. Study of pictures in the school, with written 
and illustrated paper on these subjects, and with decorated cover. 

Study of landscape composition in pencil shading, in pen and ink, and in 
charcoal. Sketches of trees as seen from the school windows. 

Study of Japanese prints for their simple line drawing and for color har- 
mony. 

Model and object drawing in pencil shading, chalk and charcoal. 

Freehand lettering and poster work as applied to commercial design. Paper 
cutting of letters for posters. Careful study of Roman and Old English 
letters for proportion and beautiful lines. Application of these letters to 
posters and advertisements, and to simple objects in elementary bookbinding. 


ARITHMETIC. 


A brief exercise in simple arithmetical problems is given for twenty min- 
utes once each week. This exercise is required from all the pupils. While 
the work is simple, it makes considerable demand for accuracy and clearness 
of thought, and keeps fresh in mind the arithmetic of the grades. 


PHysicaL EXERCISE. 


Physical Exercise, fifteen minutes three times weekly, is required of every 
pupil. The aim of all the exercises, whether setting-up drill or marching or 
general calisthenics, is to give better posture, fuller chests, lighter step, and 
therefore better health. 


DECLAMATIONS. 


Public speaking of some sort, declamation or debate, is required of each 
pupil once a year. Ambitious and successful pupils have further opportuni- 
ties open to them in the yearly midwinter exhibition of the school.

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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


The Park Commissioners submit their report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1916, as follows :— 


The Board organized by the election of Mr. David W. Lane 
as Chairman and Mr. Arthur L. Coburn as Secretary. During 
the year two special meetings were held and joint meetings in 
consultation with the Town Improvement Committee. No set- 
tlement has yet been made with the former owners of the land 
taken for the Town Common. There are now pending three 
petitions, the Messrs. Lamson, George W. Cutting, and A. L. 
Hersum. At this date it is still expected to hold some conference 
with the view of making some settlement of these cases, but if 
not they may be disposed of during the early spring by award of 
jury. No attempt has vet been made to make a settlement with 
the First Parish regarding the horse-sheds. It was mutually 
agreed to defer this matter until further developments. . 

At a meeting held August 31 1t was voted to employ Mr. Arthur 
A. Shurtleff to prepare plans and specifications for the necessary 
grading and general treatment of the Town Common when the 
old Town Hall and other buildings are removed. It will be neces- 
sary to do some of this work at that time, such as filling in and 
grading where the old buildings now stand, and this work should 
be done in amanner that will be permanent. A well-built broad 
path should be made across the meadow and possibly some steps 
at both the north and south ends. 

Two ways have been suggested for handling the terrace on which 
the horse-sheds stand :— 

One method is to throw down the present walls under the horse- 
sheds and bury them in a fill which would make the terrace more 
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or less like a knoll. The other method is to keep the retaining 
walls, which are substantially built, and, using them as the margin 
for a terrace, a saving might be effected in this way. They could 
be made to present an agreeable appearance when properly 
planted with vines and shrubbery. Considerable work will be 
required to put the meadow in a presentable condition. 

Kstimates have been obtained as to the approximate cost of 
carrying out the work, varying from $10,000 to $18,000. Your 
Commissioners recommend that an appropriation of $15,000 be 
made by the Town for work on the Town Common. 

The Weston Park Land bordering the Charles River has been 
leased and cultivated by Mr. Edward Jennings and a rental of 
$100 paid to the Town Treasurer. 

The cash funds appear in the Treasurer’s report.

During the year the new fire-alarm battery and repeater have 
been installed at the Central Fire Station, and have been a great 


success both from a utility and a financial basis. 


The new Com- 


bination Motor Engine also has been a great service, doing splendid 


work, especially by getting to the fires quickly. 


Without it the 
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Kenney Bros. factory, Dr. Van Niys’ house, and C. H. Fiske, 
Jr.’s, barn would have been destroyed. 

The two companies at the Centre have been merged into one, 
and the scheme has worked out very well. There is now a regular 
man on duty at the Central Station during the night to run the 
motor engine, and by day Chief Parker or one of his men are at 
hand. 

As in previous years the town has been put to a large expense 
by having to continually change the fire-alarm wires, on account 
of the electric light and telephone companies putting in new 
poles, an expense which we cannot escape, and which has made 
us exceed our appropriation the past three years. 

We recommend that the Town should make an appropriation 
to buy a small automobile truck, such as a Ford or other make 
about that size, to use for wood and brush fire work. We think 
that sooner or later there should be placed at the Kendal Green 
Fire Station a small automobile truck to carry extinguishers, a 
ladder, and 800 to 1,000 feet of hose,—to take the place of the 
ladder truck and hose wagon and do the regular work now done 
by both pieces of apparatus (not to do away with the ladder 
truck entirely, but keep it for emergencies), and at the same 
time merge the two companies into one smaller one and put it 
on a better working basis than exists under the present arrange- 
ment. 

We recommend for the ensuing year the regular appropriation 
of $3,000 and an extra one of $750 for ule wood fire apparatus at 
the Centre mentioned above.

Inspector for the year 1916:— 


THE CO-OPERATIVE HEALTH ORGANIZATION. 


The Weston Board of Health has continued to employ the 
services of the Co-operating Boards of Health during the year 
1916. The aim of this health unit is to give towns expert full- 
time health service. 

The Co-operating Boards of Health services give Weston a 
well-equipped chemical and bacteriological laboratory, a com- 
petent bacteriologist and an efficient stenographer, as well as the 


services of the director who serves as Agent and Milk Inspector. » 


A motor vehicle aids greatly in giving the work the necessary 
despatch. Professors of Technology and Harvard, serving with- 
out salary, sit as a Board of Advisors when aid is desired. 


(1) Community Protection. 


The Board has continued its policy of prompt isolation of 
the person ill, and where circumstances did not permit careful 
isolation, the patient has been sent to a hospital. The Board 
urges prompt use of the laboratory when diagnosis can be has- 
tened by bacteriological findings.

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(2) Prevalence of Each Disease. 


Table I. shows the relative number of diseases dangerous to 
the public health reported to the Board during the past seven 
years. The total for 1916 is very nearly one-third that of the 
previous year, which was 63. (See page 152.) 

Table II. shows the number of cases reported monthly during 
the year. At no time did any particular disease assume an epi- 
demic form. (See page 152.) 

DIPHTHERIA. ‘Thirteen cases of diphtheria were reported to 
the Board during the year. This total is higher than that of 1915. 
From investigation it seems reasonable to assume that no case 
of this illness could be traced to the milk supply. The majority 
of cases occurred among school-children. Two cases occurred in 
one household. 

ScaRLeT Fever. Scarlet fever cases reported to the Board 
numbered two. This was a decrease of ten from last year’s total. 

TypHor Fever. The one case of typhoid fever reported to 
the Board was evidently contracted out of town, as the patient 
had travelled extensively before becoming ill. 

INFANTILE PaRAtysis. Weston had two cases of infantile 
paralysis. One case occurred in July and the other in August. 
The patients had no contact with one another and lived in differ- 
ent portions of the town. The Board took most stringent meth- 
ods to prevent further spread of the disease. Owing to the lack 
of knowledge concerning this disease, and its transmission, safety: 
was first considered and close observation kept on contacts. Both 
patients recovered. 

WHOOPING-couGH. Whooping-cough shows an increase in the 
number of cases reported. This disease, formerly considered a 
harmless and a requisite illness for all children, has now become 
a great source of menace to the children of a community. The 
illness and the after effects of it are particularly dangerous to 
children under five years of age. The Board excludes children 
ill with this disease from school for a period of eight weeks. The 
patient is not expected to play with other children while suffering

Mik INSPECTION. 


The milk supply of Weston has been examined monthly, bac- 
terially and chemically, and during the latter half of the year 
the results have been published in Waltham papers under Weston 
News. They have also been posted on the bulletin-board at the 
Town Hall. As a whole the milk supply for Weston is excellent. 
Only a few instances occurred where the milk inspector was 
obliged to take mild action. 

Table III. gives the Median bacterial count of the various 
dealers supplying Weston. ‘The Median resembles the average, 
and is the middle number selected after the bacterial counts 
have been arranged in the order of their magnitude.

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BOARD OF HEALTH REGULATIONS FOR THE 
WESTON PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


ORDERED :— 


I. That the following regulations to prevent the spread of 
contagious diseases among school-children supplant those previ- 
ously in use. 


II. ExctLusion oF INFECTED CHILDREN FROM SCHOOL. 


Persons who are or lately have been infected with any disease 
dangerous to the public health shall be excluded from all schools 
and gatherings of children during the following periods, and until 
given a permit from the Board of Health:— 

Anterior Poliomyelitis (Infantile Paralysis): 8 weeks. 

Diphtheria: until released from quarantine. 

Chicken-pox: until all scabs disappear from skin and mucous ° 
membranes. | 

Measles and German Measles: 10 days from the appearance of 
the rash. 

Mumps: 21 days from beginning of symptoms. 

Scarlet Fever: 35 days and until all discharges from the nose, 
throat, ears, eyes, and skin have ceased. 

Smallpox: until desquamation ceases. 

Typhoid Fever: until recovery. 

Whooping-cough: 8 weeks from beginning of symptoms and at 
least 2 weeks after the whoop or paroxysmal cough ceases. 


III. Exctusion or ExposrEp CHILDREN FROM SCHOOL. 


Children who are members of a household where a disease dan- 
gerous to the public health exists, or who have been exposed to 
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such a disease, shall be excluded from all schools and gatherings 
of children during the following incubation periods, or until a 
permit is granted by the Board of Health:— 

Diphtheria: 8 days. 

Measles: 14 days, unless immunized by a recent attack. 

Scarlet Fever: 8 days. 

Smallpox: 21 days, unless recently successfully vaccinated. 

Whooping-cough: 14 days, unless immunized by a previous. 
attack. | 


IV. SICKNESS OF CHILDREN IN SCHOOL. 


Teachers shall report at once any case of sickness to the Super- 
intendent of Schools. He shall dismiss the child at once if in his 
opinion the child is undoubtedly sick. If in any doubt, he shall 
send for the School Physician, isolating the child until the physi- 
clan comes. 

When deemed necessary, the sick child shall be furnished trans- 
portation home at the Town’s expense. 

Such a child may not return to school without a physician’s 
certificate of health, or a permit from the Board of Health.

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Annual Election, November 7, 1916. 


In pursuance of the foregoing warrant, the inhabitants of the 
town of Weston, qualified to vote in elections, met in the Town- 
hall, in said town, on Tuesday, the seventh day of November, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and sixteen, it 
being the Tuesday next after the first Monday in said month, 
and were called to order at six hours and thirty minutes of the 
clock, in the morning, by Alfred L. Cutting, Presiding Election 
Officer and Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, who read the 
warrant calling said meeting, and the return thereon of the officer 
who served the same upon the inhabitants. 

In pursuance of and in conformity with the laws of this Com- 
monwealth in relation to elections, the Town-hall had been fitted 
up as a polling-place, a space railed off, and ten shelves or com- 
partments provided for the use and convenience of the voters to 
examine and mark their ballots. Before the opening of the polls, 
the package of cards of instructions, specimen ballots, ete., fur- 
nished by the Commonwealth, had been opened, and the same 
posted in accordance with the provisions of the Revised Laws 
relating thereto.

Fourteen packages supplied by the Secretary of the Common-

The Ballot Clerks, who were pro- 
vided with a list of the registered voters of the town, stationed 
themselves at the entrance to the polling place.

Upon five occasions, while the polls were open, the ballot-box 
was opened and ballots taken therefrom for counting, it being 
deemed advisable so to do in the unanimous judgment of the 
Presiding Election Officer and the Town Clerk.
